Informer Carey, on the Witness-

He Acknowledges Having Been Promised 
a Full Pardon for His Tes.

THE DAGGER. 
INFORMER CAREY. 

DuBLIN, April 12.—The trial of Joe Brady, 
charged with murdering Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Under-Secretary surke, was 
resumed this morning. James Carey was 
again placed on the witness-stand, and was 
cross-examined by the counsel for the de- 
fense, who elicited the informaticn that, when 
plotting the murders with thegther accused 
men, he was a cetencste of a sodality which 
received the sacrament of the eucharist at 
stated periods. Carey also said he was prom- 
ised a pardon before he determined to give 
evidence against his fellow-conspirators. A 
photograph was handed Carey, which the 
witness immediately iderftified as that of the 
man known as ** No, 1.” 

A FREE AGENT. 

He was one of the prime movers in the 
murder of Burke, but was under compulsion 
during the time directly preceding the event. 
Being closely interrogated by counsel on tiris 
point, Carey finally admitted he was not un- 
der compulsion when he pointed out Burke 
to the assasins, and urged the murderers to 
remember the man clad: in the gray suit was 
Burke. Witness said that although he had 
for sixteen years been .working for wages 
averaging only £2 per week, he had, in 1882, 
ninety tenants occupying his various houses, 
Counsel for the defense brought out, 
in Sharp contrast to the points 
made by the Crown, that Carey drove 
with his children to the door of 
the church in Fitzharris’ cab, the 6th of May; 
that he’ was the first man to suggest that dag- 
gers be used, and afterwards suggested that 
the weapons with which the crime was come 
mitted should be put on exhibition ag 
national relics. 

IMMUNITY. 

The answers of the witness to the questions 
concerning promises of pardon were given 
with much hesitation. Finally he said he 
had been informed by Mallon, Chief of 
Detectives, that if his evidence should be 
given freely to the State, and be confirmed 
by others, he and his brother would be par- 
doned. This statement caused.a sensation. 
The attention of Carey being called to trifling 
details discovered tately regarding the move- 
ments of Fitzharris’ cab in the park 
on the day of the murder, and which 
had not been given by the witness, Carey 
remarked it was significant’ he had so far 
only answered questions put to him by coun- 
sel, and he could, if unrestricted, and as he 
desired, tell a great deal more. The cross- 
examination of Carey was very severe and 
searching. Counsel for the defense, remark- 
ing on the witness’ testimony, said Carecy’s 
hands were steeped in blood. 

Carey—That is not true. 

Subsequently Carey said he was only tell- 
ing half he knew, and was more friendly to 
the counsel for the-defense than the counsel 
himself was aware of, for he had told the 
latter to bearin_mind he was not telling 
everything he knew against his client. 

Counsel vehemently protested it was his 
wish to have no friendly intercourse with 
the witness and no favor from him. 

KAVANAGH, THE CAR-DRIVER. 

Michael Kavanagh, who drove the car on 
which the murderers rode,repeated his former 
evidence in substantially the same language. 
He made a material amendment, however, 
saying it was Smith, not Delaney? whom he 
drove to the scene of the murder with Carey. 
His previous statement was a mistake. His 
statement showed it was Brady who directed 
him where to drive and who designated the 
place for him to wait for the murderers. 

JOSEPH SMITH, INFORMER. 

Joseph Smith, another of the accused who 
turned informer, repeated the story of his 
doings in Phenix Park, as related at the pre- 
liminary hearing. Smith said he was sworn 
in as an lnvineible three weeks before the 
murders were committed. The Invincibles 
had a secret sign by which they recognized 
each other, which was the holding of a knife 
in the palin of the hand. Daniel Curley had 
introduced himself to witness by means of 
this sign. 

Other witnesses were called by the prose- 
cution, among them being Godden, the Phe- 
nix Park ranger, andason of James Carey. 
The latter deposed concerning the search for 
the knives used by the murderers, 

The physicians who examined the bodies 
of Cavendish and Burke then gave evidence 
relative to the nature of the wounds. 

** NUMBER ONE.” 

The case for the prosecution. closed at 3 
o’clock, and the case for the defense was 
then opened. The photographs recognized 
by Carey as “number one” were those of 
‘Tynan. 

DENOUNCING THE TRAITOR. — 

Counsel denounced Carey’s villainy in 
having betrayed the men whom he had 
seduced into the commission of a crime. The 
informers, he said, contradicted each other 
on important points. The rule was infamous 
that informers’ testimony, unaccompanied 
by any other evidence, should be accepted. 
Interested evidence must be corroborated by 
disinterested peeenees In this case such 
evidence was lacking. 

Annie Meagher deposed that she was with 
Brady at her unele’s home on the 6th of May 
at 5 in the afternoon, and again from 6:45 


ntil 8 in the evening. 
A keeper of a public house named Little 


deposed that Brady was in his house at 4 in 
the afternoon, and again at 8:45 in the even- 
ing of the 6th of May. Cross-examination, 
however, elicited the fact that Little’s house 
was the regular rendezvous of the “Invinci- 


bies.”’ 
At 6 the court adjourned. Itis expected a 


verdict will be rendered early tomorrow. 
A DEMONSTRATION. 

As Brady was conveyed back to the prison 
hisses for Carey and cheers for Brady were 
heard. The demonstration was so marked 
that the police arrested two offenders. 


DYNAMITE. 
THE PRISUNERS IN COURT. 

Loxpox, April 12.—Norman Gallagher, 
Dalton, Wilson, Curtin, and Ansburgh were 
taken to the Bow Street Police Court this 
morning in a prison van driven at a rapid 
pace, and accompanied by a guard of armed 
police and mounted constables. A large 
crowd followed the prisoners to the police 
eourt. The whole route was lined with po- 
licemen, and every precaution to prevent a 
rescue was taken. The prisoners appeared 

rfectly calm. 
MThe ee were arraigned before Judge 
Ingham. Smyth, Gould & Gurney ap 
peared for the defense. 

OPENING FOR THE PROSECUTION. 

Poland, in opening for the prosecution, de- 
clared there was no doubt, in view of the ev- 
idence obtained by the authorities, that a 
conspiracy was in existence in America, the 
purpose of which was the destruction of pub- 


lic buildings in this country; that tne factor 
invoked by the conspirators was dynamite; 
that some of the men now on trial in court 
came from the United States for the purpose 
of putting their schemes into operation: that 
they had furnisbed the means and men to 
establish the recently discovered dynamite 
manufactory at Birmingham; and that Gal- 
lagher, Wilson, and Norman visited the 
manufacturer Whitehead at his place in 
Birmingham, with the purpose of sending to 
London a supply of explosives. In this eon- 
nection dates were an important link in the 
chain of evidence. Norman, the 22d of 
March, went to Euston Square to live. He 
remained fourteen days. Then, April 2, he 
went to Birmingham, saying he was going to 
get his luggage. He did not return at the 
appointed time. His plan was without 
doubt changed while in Birmingham, and 
it was decided he shoul®@ take a package of 
nitro-glycerine to the Southampton Street 
Hotel, where Gallagher hired a room for 
Norman. The latter telegraphed to Gallagher 
the 6th of April that he would return to his 
quarters in Euston square. He did come 
back, and at Eustun square a man took the 
box brought by Norman, containing some 
me a wp iy me hereon a them at the

CONNECTING LINKS. 


Poland proposed to show that Norman and 
, lison repeatedly communicated with 
Gallagher, known as Fletcher. Wilson visit- 
ed Gallagher, saying his tutor telegraphed 
him the 3d of April, “IT am sorry I cannot 
see you today. I must cail on Alfred 
(supposed to mean Whitehead); will 
see you tomorrow.” He who was 
known as Wilson went to Birmingham with 
an empty portmanteau and returned with 
nitro-glycerine in it. Norman’s statement 
that he had been engaged by a gentleman 
from the United States as a clerk was a. tis- 
sue falsehood. 
To show that Gallagher was really the dis- 
penser of the funds of the society, Poland 
pointed out the fact that he had in his pos- 
session when arrested £115 in English notes, 
stamped by a New York firm in the saine 
way in whieh the note taken from Norman 
was stamped. It was clear, therefore, that 
he was one of the principal conspirators, 
and not an innocent clerk, or even the dupe 
of asharp rascal. Gallagher himself brought 
sinews of war from the United States. 
Gallagher himself communicated with all 
subordinate conspirators. Gallagher 
telegraphed Whitehead the 27th of March, 
promising to see him soon. Curtin, on his 
arrival. in London, reported by letter te Gal- 
lagher, not being advised of the Jatter’s ar 
rest. When the officers captured Curtina 
certain diary of his recorded the places visil- 
ed since his arrival in England. The list 
cluded Glasgow, Blackburn, and Liverpgol. 
It would appear in evidence that Curtinalso 
was one of the chief peisonsof the con- 
spiracy. - Papers in Gallagher’s lugydge re- 
ferred to Ausburgh. whom Gallagher visited,

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL: 
AN ABLE ARGUMENT BY JUDGE CAMPBELL. 
' Wasuincron, D. C., April 12.—|Special. 
Judge John A. Campbell, a former Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court, 
concluded the ‘argument today in the 
Supreme Court ‘on behalf of the Iili- 
nois Central Raiiroad Company in the 
case whith is to test the right of that 
company to regulate its own rates of freight 
and fare. The case is attracting great at- 
tention among lawyers, and, of course, is of 
very great interest to thé people of the State, 
As upon the decision depends the validity of 
the law by which the Railway Commission- 
ers are authorized to impose restrictions 
_ Upon these corporations in the public in- 
terest. 

_ INTERPRETING THE NEW CONSTITUTION. 

The gist of the argument made both by 
John N. Jewett yesterday and by Judge 
Catapbell today'in behalf of the road is that 
the new Constitution, while it declares that 
all railways are public highways, and that 
the General Assembly shall pass laws te cor- 
rect abuses and prevent unjust discrimina- 
tions or extortion in the rates of freight aad 
passenger tariffs, at the same time has aa 
article which provides that no contract shall 
be altered or impaired, and the attempt has 
been to show that the charter of the 
Lilinois Central Railroad Company is in 
évery particularly a contract. A considera- 
ble portion of the argument both of Mr. 
Jewett and of Judge Campbell was directed 
to the proof of this latter point. 

JUDGE CAMPBELL’S ARGUMENT. 

Judge Campbell spoke considerably more 
than an hour today, and fora man of his age 
showed remarkable vigor.

AN INTERESTING PRESENTATION. 

Judge Campbell’s argument was full of in- 
teresting historical illustrations. A decision 
in this ease is expected at this term. No 
questions have been asked by the court from 
whieh any bias of the judges could be inferred. 
The majority of the court has been changed 
since che decision in the Munn and Scott 
elevator case. Three of the Justices who 
were against the corporations in that decision 
are now on the bench, viz: The Chief Jus- 
tice, Miller, and Bradley. One, who sided 
with the corporations and who is presum- 
ably still in favor of them, Field, fs still a 
member of the court. The remaining five 
Judges have not given opinions in similar 
cases. They are: Gray, Harlan, Blatchford, 
Woods, and Matthews.

PUBLIC LANDS. 

IMMENSE TRACTS SECURED BY 
ENTRIES. 

W asuINGTon, D. C., April 12.—[Special.}— 

An officer of the Interier Department says it 

is not the fault of that department that the 


Minnesota land imuds just exposed in THE 
‘TRIBUNE were possible, As long ago as Feb. 
8 President Arthur called the attention of 
Congress to the urgeut necessity of stringent 
measures to suppress the rapidly-increasing 
evasion and violation of the land laws, but 
Congress chose to do nothing of consequence 
upon this subject. The most that was done 
was to make a larger appropriation for special 
agents. Those agents are now 1D the 
field, Some of them are about St. 
Paul and Bismarck. Secretary ‘Teller has 
frequently:called attention to frauds in Da- 
kota and to the common practice of locating 
suldiers’ homesteads® on valuable timber- 
lands on forged certificates. Commissioner 
McFarland maintains that vast tracts of 
timber and grazing Jands have been entered 
by speculators to the exclusion of actual 
settlers. Hesaysthatthe Territory of Da- 
kota cast only 5,000 votes at the last election, 
yet the number of agricultural entries to the 
present date exceeds 150,000, and such entries 
are now being made at the rate of 50,000 
yearly. Because the timber-lands of North 
ern Minnesota have. been so largely 
eutered by false affidavits of settlementunder 
these laws, he felt compelled during the past 
year to place 3,000,000 acres on the market at 
the minimum price of agricultural land to 
avoid such wholesale criminality. Hestates 
that partial investigations of frauds in Ala- 
bama and other States have disclosed the 
fact that the Government has been defrauded 
out of mitlions of dollars through the unlaw- 
ful entry of coal and iron lands under agri- 
cultural ‘laws. Other similar cases to 
which his attention has been called 
have not been investigated for 
want. of means. The General Land 
Office has never been furnished. with facill- 
ties or'means to secure a compliance with 
the requirements of the public land laws, and 
the offie®has only been abie to make investi- 
gations to the extent of demonstrating the 
necessity and utility of such service. But 
the little that has been done has shown that 
it is within the power of the department to 
materially check the frauds, and that the 
cost, while it may appear large, would be 
trifling compared with the pecuniary saving. 
FRAUDULENT CLAIMS. 

There are now before the department 
claims covering tities to more than _ 200,000,- 
000 acres of land, of which some 50,000,000 
acres are embraced in individual entries. 
Many of these claims are without merit, yet 
the Land Office has been and is compelled to 
treat doubtful claims as valid, because it 
couldn’t investigate facts, and Congress has 
never given adequate power to make this in- 
vestigation, 

Commissioner McFarland thinks: “Ifa 
smali portion of the money to be recovered 
for the use of the United States from the 
cancellation of fraudulent entries, or a still 
sinaller portion to be saved from the avails 
from the sale of mineral and timber 
Jands that are now illegally appro- 
priated “could be made available for the 
expense of investigations and the costs of 
trials, this service could be properly per- 
formed. There ought to be in each land dis- 
trict in the United States, in my judgment, 
at least one competent and reliable Speciai 
Agent, andin the office at Washington a suf- 
ticient organization to supervise and direct 
the work of such agents. Within the scanty 
limits of the appropriations made at the last 
session efforts are being made to detect these 
frauds. <A special division of frauds has 
been established, to which all such matters 
are to be referred. Special Agents liave 
within afew months visited regivus where 
Tue TRIBUNE reports that the frauds in 
sales of timber laud have been committed,”’ 

Agent Marshail late last fall wrote: ‘‘ New 
surveys in the northern part of the St. 
Cioud and Duluth districts are opening up 
vast tracts uf valuable pine, alinost the only 
remaining Government region of white pine 
east of the Rocky Mountains. I have reliabie

.information that inost extensive operations 


are now in progress to cover these lands so 
soon as the plats reach the land-offices, with 
the preémption and homestead claims, as 
baseless and fraudulent as those 
exposed in the Duluth district. Lumbermen 
who desire to in some honest way purchase 
these timber lands earnestly agpeal to the 
Government to prevent these frauds. If the 
lands can be protected from the fraudulent 
entries until sola at public sale, it will give 
honest men a chance to buy them—a thing 
impossible if the lands are oven to pre- 
emption with men ready by false swear- 
ing to monopolize them.” 
“IMPROVEMENTS.” 

According to Tur TRIBUNE exposure these 
frauds were not prevented. ‘The frauds 
spoken of as having been practiced in the 
Duluth district are fully explained in an- 
other letter of a previous date. In this Agent 
Marshall states that he examined fifiy-six 
preémopted tracts. In the case oft fifty-tive of 
them small log-pensfrom one to four feet 
high, with no doors or windows and only a 
littie greenbush for roofs, were found on 
haif of them. On the remainder there was 
no semblance of human habitation or signs 
of human occupancy. But, Mr. Marsiiail 
says facetiously, *“The party investigatin 
traveled mostly on suowshves, aud some evi- 
dences of the work of the preémptors might 
have escaped noiice, the snow in the woods 
being several feet deep.” 

REPRESENTATIVE HOLMAN STRONGLY IN 
FAVOR OF FORFEITURE OF UNEARNED 
GRANTS TO RAILROADS. 

W ASHINGTON, D. C., April 10.—[New York 
Tribune. |—One of the most active men in 
the last Congress in his Opposition to raii- 
roads was Kepresentative Holman, of In- 
diana. Lie was reé@lected to the next Con- 
gress, and has strong hopes that with a 
big Democratic wajority a gvod deai can be 
done to embarrass railroad enterprises which 
are in any degree dependent tor their pros- 
perity or success upon grants of Jand from 
in a recent con- 
versation Mr. Holman bewailed the ill-suc- 
cvss of himself and Mr. Robeson in the last 
Congress, which, he declared, “ was not or- 
ganized for reform.” 

Being asked whether he thought the land- 
grant question would be prominent in tue 
next House, Mr. Holman replied: ** 1 think 
it will. A very large portion of the public 
lands is placed in jeopardy by this systein of 
land grants, and yet 1 fear our people are not 
alive to the importance of the subject.- The 
system is in the main the result of legislation 
in the last twenty-two years. Before 1X61 
less than 32,000,000 acres had been gianted. 
The grants since thattime amount to more 
than ae acres. Waiving the grant of 
37,000, acrés to the Union Pacific Railjroad, 
1 deny that any of the others grew out of any 
public reason or were designed, except nol 
dentally, ifatall,w promote the public in- 
terests,”’

Che remedy is, that the force of public 
opinion shall compel Congress, in the inter- 
est of common honesty and purity of gov- 
ernment, to declare by férmal act the for- 
feiture of all the grants to the extent that the 
ands were not earned by the companies in 
conformity with the conditions ou wiich the 
grants were made.”

I would 
hold all the public tands adapted to agricult- 
ure (subject to grants for education) for the 
siniple purpose of securing homes for bona- 
fide settlers. This is the whole of my 
land-grant system. The time has long 
since gone by when our Government could 
alford to permit speculation in the public 
lands; and, let me tell you, our people will 
never appreciate the value of our public 
lands until the General Land-Office is closed 
up. The land-monopoly feature of this land- 
grant system is the most odious ever devised 
in any country. Already it is creating im- 
ee landed estates. I see the Northern

acres to an English syndicate. We are to 
have a taste of baronial passessions.”’ 


WHISKY. 
NO RELIEF IN MEXICO, 

WasnHitnaton, D.C., April 12.—/Special.| 
—In an effort to procure information today 
in regard to the regulations of Mexico gov- 
erning the importation of whisky in bond 
trom the United States it was discovered 
that Mexico has no warehouses nor bonded 
system whatever. This fact, it is believed, 
effectually destroys all hope of| relief in that 
direction, and will compel a return to the 
original pian of shipment to the Bermudas. 
The first intimation that was had here of the 
proposed negotiation with Mexico was 
an inquiry from Louisville, Ky., to 
the Commissioner Of Internal Revenue in 
reference to What his attitude would be 
in case the scheme was possible. He replied 
as before, when consulted about the Cana- 
dian shipment, that there would be no objec- 
tion, the law giving distillers the right to ex- 

ort in bond whenever they chose. The 
Mexican idea seemed to be a very good one, 
as the cost of transportation by bond to New 
Orleans and thence across the Guif would be 
cou: paratively light, while the gvoeds would 
have the benetit of the voyage by water and a 
change to a tropical climate, This 
will have to@be attained. however, 
another direction, unless special legislation 
can be secured in the Mexican Congress, now 
in session, to prevent the collection of heavy 
import duties. A gentleman in this city 
who is well acquainted with the Mexican 
custom officers says that about one year ago 
Mr. Waiheim, the Custowms Commissioner of 
Mexico, visited the United States to examine 
our bonded system with a view of esiablish- 
ing one similar in that country, but a letter 
reeeived from him two months ago spoke 
very discouragingely of the prospect of any 
of his reports being adopted. 


NO MONEY. 
THE SIGNAL SERVICE. 

WASHINGTON, D, C., April 12.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Lincoln has decided that for want 
of a specific appropriation in the Army bill 
the eight soldiers detailed for duty on the 
Lady Franklin expedition sent out by the 
Signal Bureau cannot be paid on the regular 
roll, and will have to be provided for out of 
the appropriation for the signal service. 
Thisis-very annoying to the Signal Bureau, 
as its appropriations have been cut so close 
that it cannot well manage to make such an 
unforeseen allowance. Another annoyance 
to the bureaa is the practical abolishment of 
its West indian stations by the refusal 
of Congress to appropriate the $4,000 neces- 
sary for their support. It is claimed that 
these stations are of the utmost importance 
in giving warning of ¢yclones coming froin 
that direction, and that the shipping along 
the coast will after the istof July be wholly 
unprotected. There has been some talk 
among shipowners of raising enough to keep 
up these stations until Congress can be ap- 
pealed to for their restoration. 

COURT-FERES. 

The fact that the appropriation for the fees 
of witnesses for the current fiscal year is 
wholly exhausted and that $19,000 only re- 
mains for jurors may prove to be a very im- 
portant one for the courts. Already orders 
have been issued to court officers informing 
them of the fact and suggesting that only the 
most important cases be tried. Nearly all 
the witnesses in the star-route case have 
been examined, and the court is not likely to 
permit that great Case to stop even if the ap- 
propriavon is exhausted. 


INDISCREET FRIENDS. 

WaAsHINGTON, D. C., April 12.—[Special.]— 
In conversation today Minister Foster, of 
Indiana, whois the host of the new Post- 
master-General, said he was sorry to see that 
some of Judge Gresham’s friends were men- 
tioning his name in connection with the next 
Presidential campaign. Foster regarded this 
as indiscreet and ill-timed friendship, and he 
knew that it waS distasteful to and disap- 
proved of by Judge Gresham. There was no 
political significance beyond the recognition 
by the President of the fitness of the 
Judge for the high post to 
which he had been called. Nor 
does Foster believe, as has been 
suggested, that the Postinaster-Generalsbip 
was accepted as a stepping-stone to the Cir- 
cuit Judgship. lt has been intimated that 
Gresham consented to give up his life tenure 
of District Judge for the Cabinet position in 
pursuance of an understanding between the 
President, Judge Drummond, and himself 
that, upon Drummond’s retirement from the 
Circuit bench, Gresham was to be appointed 
in his place, Mr. Foster says h@ has the best 
of reasons for believing that this statement 
is without foundation, and that there has 
been no understanding, expressed or implied, 
on this subject. He is convinced Judge 
Gresham will confine his aspirations and his 
efforts toa successtul discharge of the duties 
ot Postmaster-General, and his friends in 
lndiana and throughout the country ought 
to be satistied if he attains the high distine- 
tion of a model administrator of that impor- 
tant department.

C., April 12.—W. Loo 
Chang & Co., of Waynesboro, Ga., having 
appealed to the Chinese Minister here to en- 
deavor through the instrumentality of the 
State Departinent, under the sroaty of 1544 
between the United States and China, to 
obtain for Mein reparation for losses sus- 
tained by being driven out of the town above 
named. Some months since the Minister 
called the attention of the State Department 
to the matter. Secretary proven ayeen, in 
reply, said that as the complainants 
were uot injured in their rights 
of person or property through 
any act of the United States the department 
can do no more than it has already done— 
that is: to request the Governor of Georgia 
to instruct the local authorities to investigate 
the alleged outrage upon the Cliinamen, with 
a view to securing for them the same rights 
of protection to person and property which 
would be accorded to American citizens. 

SILVER PURCHASED. 

The Treasury Department today purchased 
325,000 ounces of silver for delivery at the 
Philadelphia and New Orleans Mints. 

SECRETARY LINCOLN’S TRIP. 

Secretary Lincoln left the city this after- 
noon upon the United States steamer Dis- 
patch, as the guest of Commander Green, 
upon atrip to Norfolk. The Secretary will 
return Tuesday. 

QUARANTINE. 

On account of the reported existence of 
yellow-fever in Cuba and other Southern 
islands, the National Board of Health de- 
cided to establish quarantine stations on the 
Southern coasts earlier than usual this year. 
It is proposed to open stations at New Or- 
leans on the ist prox., and those at other 
Southern ports not later than the 15th prox. 

THE TOBACCO REBATE. 

The following is a paragraph from the pro- 
posed regulations now under consideration 
by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue in 
regard to the payment of rebate to manufact- 
urers of tobacco, ete.: 

Tobacco, snuff, cigars, etc., will be regarded 
as beid by a manufacturer where they are goods 
of his own production, in. bis possession, either 
in his factory, or in a warehouse, or other place, 
where they areheid by himin storage only as 
provided in Sec. 3,235, United States Revised 
Statutes. On goods ev heid rebate my be paid 
in stamps, and payment will not be made in 
stamps On any other goods.

Good Painters Can Get Good Wages and 


Plenty of Work in This 
City. 


The Difficulty Over the Bricklay- 
ers’ Wages Still Remains 
Unadjusted. 


Labor Riot at Springfield—One Man Killed 
and Several Dangerously 
Injured, 


 Stoppage of Iron-Works—Wage Ques- 


tions—A Wisconsin Cotton 
Factory. 


Good Painters Can Get Good Wages and 
Pienty of Work. 

There seems to be nothing new regarding 
the painters’ difficulties, and the apprehen- 
sions of trouble after the men are paid Satur- 
day are almost groundless. Several persons 
were seen who employ a large number of 
hands, and their verdict is that good painters 
can get $4 per day without belonging to any 
union, but that botches can’t get more than 
$3 per day evenif they belong to a hundred 
unions. Mr. H. J. Milligan says he has had 
no trouble with his men, and does not expect 
any; that he pays his good men $4 per day 
right along, and none of his men get less 
than the minimum price asked by the union, 
Hie don’t care whether a man belongs to the 
union or not; if he is good for nothing he 
wilt not hire him at any price. Mr. Milligan 
says he thinks the newspapers are making 
more trouble about the matter than the men 
themselves, 


The Difficulty Between the Bricklayers 
andthe Master Miasoas Remains Un- 
adjusted, 

The bricklayers and the master masons 
seem as determined as ever to hold out for 
principle, and both sides express confidence 
in ultimate suceess. The master masons 
held another experience meeting yesterday 
afternoon, but they were very reticent about 
divulging any of the proceedings. ‘They say 
it is only a matter of a few days.when they 
will be able to get all the skilled workmen 
they want at $3.50 per day. They are now 
making a strong effort to have the owners of 
the brick-yards join their association, with a 
view of preventing any bricks being sold to 
the codperate firms formed of union brick, 
layers. ‘i wosuch firms have signified their 
readiness to do work at the estab- 
lished union rates. Keeler, Sawyer & 
Pearson and Edwards & Dignam are the 
two lirms the master masons are now én- 
deavoring to boycott. The master masons 
claim they now have 200 skilled men at 
work, and when they get 200 more, which 
they expect to do by the end of the week, 
they will have enough, with those who will 
beceme dissatisfied with the unién—when 
the cry tor bread becomes general among 
them—to do all the work contracted for. 
Among those alreudy dissatisiied the mas- 
ters mention the only colored man belonging 
to the union, whom they say expressed hitm- 
self yesterday as wanting to work very 
badly, but he didn’t dare to go to work for 
fear of being maltreated by the other union- 
ists. Four union men here and two from 
New York are said to have gone to work 
yesterday for C. A. Moses. 

THE MEN. 

The other side tell their story just as 
glibly as the masters. They say that the con- 
tractors are so hard pushed for skilled labor 
that Bussey himself had to take the trowel 
and work yesterdayoa the new Board of 
Trade building. Outof the dozen or fifteen 
men at work there, the unionists claim, not 
one isa skilled mechanic, and that they are 
making bad work, even on the common in- 
side building portion of the structure. At 


_the Hayes contract, corner of O’Brien and 


Halsted streets, their four union men have 
quit work, and Hayes and his partner.are 
doi the work alone. The only man that 
Smith & Goebel had, at the corner of Michi- 
gan avenue and Jackson street, was induced 
to join the union and quit work yesterday 
afternoon. Large numbers of the men 
were eongregated about the union 
headquarters yesterday, aud were sent out in 
sguads to every building where nen were at 
work toend eavorto convert them to their 
cause. They also keep up the excitement 
about the railroad stations, picking up every 
man they can find who came here with the 
intention of going to work. 

Another contractor, whose name could not 
be learned, is said to have agreed to pay 34 
per day to his men, in order to finish the 
building he is now erecting. The unionists 
claim they are sending their own men out of 
the city faster than strangers arrive, the 
number thus sent to other points being esti- 
mated at 300. John Dunphy seems to have 
climbed over on the unionist side of the 
fence, notwithstanding the assertions of the 
bosses to the contrary. He toid 
a committee from the union yesterday 
that he expected to begin a building’ next 
week and should employ none but union 
men. M. A. Wakefield is reported to have 
taken his contract with Lehman & Co. out 
of their hands and is paying $4 per day to 
union men to complete the work. Henry, 
Cole, of the New York Union, has written a 
letter of sympathy to the strikers here, 
promising them thatno men from that city 
shall come here to work in their places, 
Moses A. Luman, of Greencastle, Ind., has 
sent to the union fora dozen men to com- 
plete a job at Terre Haute, Ind., offering 
$4.50 to $5 per day. 

The mastermasons scout at the assertions 
made by the union men, to the effect that the 
non-union men at work are only apprentiees 
and laborers. They hope that: the unionists 
will yet commit some overt act for which 
they can bring suit against them. 
it was reported that McMillan Brothers’ 
foreman was told yesterday to quit work or 
get his coffin ready, and that Henry Homan, 
the foreman at the new Board of Trade 
building, was called upon by a union com- 
inittee, and a like committee called on 
Homan’s wife, threatening her husband 
with violence if he did not quit work. They 
did not succeed in frightening Homan to 
such an extent, however, as to cause him to 
quit. Beyond this action nuthing that could be 
construed as violence has been perpetrated. 
The master masons have ali been directed to 
be present at Mr. Prussing’s office, No. 178 
La Salle street, today to receive the men ex- 
pected in from the country and other cities 
during the day. 

MR. CARTER’S VIEW OF THE CASE, 

“itis not a strike for 50 cents a day. as 
the newspapers seem to think,” said Mr. 
Carter. “As long as the Bricklayers’ Union 
made such rules as were proper the employ- 
ers hacn’t the slightest objection, but when 
they came to us and said we must pay every 
man who belongs to their organization $4 a 
day they perpetrated a wrong upon the 
man himself. Here is one who is worth 
$5.50 a day; he wants to work for that; his 
employer wants him: his family needs his 
wages: but the Union says he shall 
not be employed. That is a 
wrong and a moral wrong, 
men who regard the welfare of Chicago, we 
have no right to submit to any such thing. 
And the union says to the employer: * You 
shall have only two apprentices, no matter 
how many journeymen there may be in your 
employ, or how many cvuntracts you mav 
have in progress at one time.’ ‘That is a 
great wrong, and extremely arbitrary. So 
long as there is one voy in the city who 
wishes to learn a trade, he ought to have the 
privilege of doing it if he can find any one 
who will teach him. There are altogether 
too many idie boys in Chicago. And the 
union says: ’*‘You must employ no man 
unless be belongs to our union.’ Half a 
dozen union men may be at work on a bDuild- 
ing. Aiong comes a non-union man who 
wants a job. The six say ‘He must join the 
union first. If you give him work we will 
quit.’ —They have half a dozen such rules 
for the guidance of the master masons, and 
we have no moral right to submit to them. 
They want us to get down and eat so much 
dirt, and we don’t propose todoit. ‘The 
master masons were willing to pay $4 
a day.to good journeymen_ after 
April 1, and are ready todo it now and are 
doing it. ‘The strike is for these other things. 
So we take the ground that the only safety is 
in destroying the union--breaking it up en- 
tirely. If a bricklayer wants to work he 
must withdraw from the organization and 
settle the matter with his employer and not 
go to a third party.”

union men who were ousted from positions 
when the mill resumed operations have ever 
since been very threatening, and sometimes 
demonstrative toward the non-union men 
employed by the rolling-mill company. On 
several occasions there have been reports of 
personal difficulties, but it was not until this 
afternoon that erganized hostilities on the 
part of the strikers was developed. It ap- 
pears, however, from the reports of 
excited employés of the mill, 
and persons’ who reside .in -.the 
neighborhood, that the union-men had ar- 
ranged to make a simultaneous attack upon 
several squads of the laborers. Accordingly, 
this afternoon, when a party of the rolling- 
mill hands went to the Sangamon River on a 
fishing excursion, they were assaulted by 
double their number of union-men, who used 
bludgeons and pounded them al! in a brutal 
manner. Three managed to escape through

The 
rolling-mill officers immediately shut down 
work at the mill to give attention to the 
wounded men. ‘They also insisted upon the 
Sheriff’s taking prompt steps to rescue the 


men crippled in the afternoon and capture 


all of the assailants, but up to a late hour 
tonight the official and his posse had not re- 
turned froin the search. The rolling-mill is 
two niles from the city, and the excitement 
there is intense. The result of the day’s 
boycotting is one man murdered, one prob- 
ably fatally shot, two seriously and perhaps 
permanently crippled, and three others hurt.

Whoever takes lands from the 
company which were acquired after July 4, 
187¥, takes it with nothing but a tainted 
title. In private land transactions there would 
ve a bar against such forfeitures after a cer- 
tain time, but there can be no limitation 
against the Government. The Judiciary 
Con mittee had just such a case 
before it two years ago in 
the Ontonagoa Railway land case, 
and held to the same decision that I have 
stated, butin the case of the Northern Pacific 
it dodged the question. Tur TRIBUNE is ex- 
actly right upon the lapsed land-grant and 
tariff questions.

FOOD PROSPECTS. 


Reports from Kausas Counties—The 
Outiook More Encouraging. 

ATCHISON, Kas., April 12.—[Specia!.]—The 

following special crop reports have been 


gathered from correspondents of the Daily 


Prwe Current. They show that the average 
acreage so far heard from is probably 20 per 
cent less than last year. The condition of 
the growing crop in the main is favorable, 
that portion referring to winter-killed and 
damaged by dry, windy weather cuvers but 
avery small portion of the State, while the 
area planted will be fully as large as last 
year. When the winter’s snow and sleet 
passed away the plant looked good 
and thrifty, and the appearance was 
fair, though thin. Dry, cold 
weather followed, which ‘toreboded 
but little good, but early and timely rains 
removed ail apprebensions, and a better out- 
look was never had for “the Sunflower 
State.” ‘The questions propounded and 
answered were the following: (1) What is 
the condition of winter wheatin your local- 
ity? (2) If damaged, state what per cent 
and causes. (3) How does acreage compare 
with last year? (4) What per cent of last 
year’s crop is still on ha.d? A summary of 
the reports by counties is as here defailed: 
REPORT. 

Atchison— Condition quite favorable; if 
weather continues crop wiil be over average: 
some portions damaged 25 per cent by freez- 
ing and dry winds; average about one-fourth 
less than last year; the per cent of crop still 
on hand about 25. 

Barton—Winter wheat is fair; average in 
some portions backward, but not much win- 
ter-kiMfled; all doing finely; recent rains 
favorable; damaged, if any, by freezing; will 
be a big spring wheat sowing; rye never 
looked better; acreage is about the same as 
last year; per cent ou hand not wore than 
enough to supply home demand before new 
crop. 

Brown—Condition not as good as last sea- 
son by 30 per cent; damaged 30 per cent by 
freezing and late planting; acreage short 
abvut 25 per cent; 35 per cent of old crop still 
on hand. 3 bs 

Butler—C ondition of winter wheat is tine; 
very little damage done from any cause; a 
few fields frozen; acreage one-fourth larger; 
10 per cent of oid crop on hand. 

Clay—Condition below the average; dam- 
aged by freezing and winds; acreage 2% per 
cent less; very little of last year’s crop on 


and. 

Cloud—Outlook of wheat is poor and thin; 
20 per cent is damaged considerably by dry 
fall, as wheat failed to geta good start; acre- 
age less by one-half; none of last year’s crop 
on hand. 

Doniphan—Condition of what not favora- 
ble; damaged about 15 per cent by winter 
freezing: acreage one-half less; but little 
crop on hand; more flour will be shipped in 
than wheat out. 

Harvey—Four reports all represent the 
condition is good with fair prespect with but 
few fields damaged; condition of early sown 
good; late sown damaged by cold, but favor- 
abJe weather now is bringing it out; wouid 

udge that percent of late sown is bad, 
in some instances has been plowed up; acre- 
age is one-quarter less; about 10 per cent of 
old crop on Ifand. 

Jacksun—Condition of winter wheat is 
very good, is not damaged at all, with acre- 
age saine as last year, and but little of old on 
hand. 

Jefferson—Condition on upland poor; one- 
quarter killed, but rain of late has made 
prospect fair; some portions 20 per cent is 
damaged by freezing and dry windy weather; 
acreage is 10 per cent less; and same amount 
of last year’s*on hand. 

Lyon—Condition not very good; fields are 
spotted; cold and dry weather caused dam- 
age about 15 per cent; acreage is 2 per cent 
less and old wneat on hand about one-quar- 
ter of crop. 

Marshali—Condition véry promising and 


growth leoks well; no damage from any 
cause to report: acreage is about 25 per cent 
less; none on hand as mill§ consume more 
than can be raised and ship flour out. 

Mitchell—Condition very uneven; all 
drilled lands good: others nearly all dead; if 
damaged, caused by eold dry weather, and 
equals 25 per cent in some localities; acre- 
age sameas last year; not enough of old 
crop on hand to supply local wants. 

Orange—Outlook for winter wheat is good 
and prospect never better; no damage of any 
kind; acreage same as before; about 20 per 
cent of old crop on hand. 

Pawnee—Condition is small plant, growing 
fairly well; 26 per cent killed by winter cold 
and winds; acreage is about the same; 
should think 10 per cent of last year’s crop is 
in the county. 

Richardson—Condition hardly favorable, 
but may come out with good weather; cold, 
dry winter damaged growing plant 25 per 
cent. Acreage about one-half less; amount 
no hand not over quarter of last year’s crop. 

Reno—Growing crop is conceded to be in 
better condition than for many seasons; ho 
damage to report; acreage is same as last 
year, if not larger; not more than 10 per 
cent of last year’s on hand. 

Sedgwick— Weather has been very favora- 
ble and condition stated to be good; damage 
in county will not be 5 per cent; acreage 
larger; per cent of old crop on hand, 15. 

Sumner—Condition good, and extra in some 
cases: late planted was plowed up on wmwany 
far.us for corn; late planted is below aver- 
age; acreage about the same; amount on 
hand about 15 per cent of last year’s crop. 


Valuable Statistics trom Three States. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 12.—[{Special.] 
—Since the Bureau of Statistics, under its 
new Democratic management, has ceased to 
be of any public benefit, by abandonimg all 
crop and weather builetins, J. B. Conner, the 
former Chief of the Bureau, has put the old 
machinery in operation for the compilation 
of the former at private expense, and the 
reports will therefore be just as valuable as 
those heretofore issued under official au- 
thority. He has just prepared the report for 
April, made up of observations taken on the 
last day of March, and covering the States 
of Ohio, IAndiana, and_ Lilinois. In 
regard to wheat in ° Indiana and 
lilinois, the bulletin says: For April 1, last 
year, the per cent of an av@rage acreage was 
102.1, and the condition 1 This year the 
per cent of acreage is 100 and the condition 
75. Nearly all reports state thatitis possi- 
ble, under favoravle weather, in the next two 
weeks, that the condition of the wheat crop 
may be greatly improved. Many counties 
report more or less damage by the Hessian 
fly last fall. All who refer to the matter say 
that in- undrained clay soils the wheat 
plant has suilered most from the 
freezing, and that this cause chiefly 
has lowered the percent of condition. ‘The 
broadcast sowing, asa rule, is much below 
that of the drilled wheat, but it is fortunate 
that only asmall percent is sown broadcast. 

For lLilinois, the percent of the acreage of 
a tair average crop is reported for April 1 at 
99 and the percent of condition at 76. Mueh 
damage is reported from the freezing in 
March. Damage by the fly last fall is re- 
ported from several counties also, The re- 
ports nearly all state that ten days would 
work a great change in the condition of the 
crops. Rye is not a large crop. 

In Indiana the condition is 86 per cent: 
last year it was 101.1. In Illinois the condi- 
tion is reported at 98. Barley in Indiana 
shows 82 per cent; in Lilihois 80, but littie is 
grown. Theclover crop in Indiana is re- 
ported at 91; in LIllinois at 8l. Timothy 
stands in Indiana, 96; Lilinois, 90. 

A high condition is shown of live stock. 
Very little disease is reporied from any 
quarter. Hogs appear to be unusually ex- 
empt from whatis known as cholera. Feed 
of the best grade has been in abundance all 
the winter. Some of the flooded districts 
sutfered from losses in teed, but otherwise 
there has been no complaint. Farm wages 
in Indiana average $17 per month; In Iili- 
nois, $19.18. 


The Lilinols Situation. 
CLINTON, LiL, April 12.—[Special. ]—Farm- 
ers are very busy here this week sowing oats 
and spring wheat, and the weather has been 
very favorable for that purpuse. A large 
acreage of ground is being plowed for corn. 
The fall wheat under the favorable weather 
is coming out all right in every instance. The 

prospect is now good for that cereal. 
Macon, Lil, Avril 10.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.|—In your paper of yesterday you 
give a special report on the state of the 


proven wheat crop in this and the neigh- . 


oring counties, Shelby and Christian. 
Your correspondents state that “the wheat 
is in first-class condition, except in high and 
rolling ground.” Now, from the best infor- 
ination tu be obtained, one is eoimpelled to 
differ from them, so far as Macon County is 
concerned, as there is no doubt but that the 
earliest sown wheats, although they looked 
so weil in the fall, have been materially in- 
jured by the severe winter. Many fields of 
from forty to 100 acres will be plowed up 
and put in corn, and the prospect is not good 
for over two-thirds of a crop. There is but 
littie old wheat left in growers’ hands in 
this section, and it is somewhat problemat- 
ical if 5,000 bushels could be bought within 
«a radius of five wiles. ROBINSON.

Tested in the Supreme 
Court. 


Refusal of the Connecticut Legislature 


te Submit a Liquer Amend- 
ment. 


Qhio’s New License Law Removes Prohibi- 
tion from PoliticsLocal Option 
’ in Fact. 


A Test Case. 

Atcuison, Kas., April 12.—[Special.]—The 
question of the validity of the pronibition 
law of Kansas is to be tested before the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. Last year 
the autaorities of Salina brought suit against 
Peter, Mugler, @ brewer there. He claimed 
that the law was damaging in its nature, as 
it compelled him to close: his brewery and did 
not allow for his personal loss, and in a 
recent suit before the Supreme Court of 
Kansas it held that the State was not liable; 
but Justice Brower dissented, §stat- 
ing that the State could not 
destroy property without render- 
ing the owner compensation. On _ the 
strength of this the National Brewers’ Asso- 
ciation have determined to take the case to the 
highest tribunal, and to that end have em- 
proves United States Senator G G. Vest of 

issouri to prepare the papers for presenta- 
tion before that court. ‘This gentleman has 
been in ‘Topeka for some days obtaining the 
facis necessary, and came to this city to ob- 
tain the signatures of Chief Justice Hanlon 
to certain documents. reporter inter- 
viewed the Senator, who spoke as follows:

Prohibition Defeated in Connecticut. 

HARTFORD, Conn., April !2.—[{Special. ]— 
Prohibition was again killed in the Con- 
necticut Legislature this afternoon, the 
question being on passing a reselution sub- 
mitting the question to the people at the polls 
in the election of next fall. lt was urged by 
opponents of the measure that as the vote in 
towns on the local-option system of prohibi- 
tion was four to one against prohibition, 
there was no possible chance of success of 
any constitutional amendment providing for 
prohibiting in the State generally. The 
friends of the measure urged that it was only 
fair that the people should have the privi- 
lege of deciding the question for themselves 
at the polls. However. the House decided 
otherwise. A two-thirds vote of the House 
was necessary, or 165 members, ‘The yeas were 
128 and the nays 8l—so prohibition failed. 
‘The aflirmative vote was 115 Republicans and 
13 Democrats, and the negative vote 6 Re- 
publicans and 75 Democrats. This was a 
closer party vote than had been anticipated. 
The Republican platform of last fall favored 
submitting prohibition to the people, and this 
plank had much to do with the loss of the 
German vote and defeat of the Kepublican 
ticket. Hence it was supposed the party 
would drop the question altogether, but it 
aes today quite compactly for the plat- 
orm. 


The Scott Liquor Bill Passes the Ohio 
House—Its Passage in the Senate Cer- 
tain. 

CoL_umBus, QO., April 12.—[Special.|—The 
Republican members of the Ohio House of 
Representatives this afternoon complied 
with the platform adopted at the last Re- 
publican State Convention and passed a bill 
further providing against the evils resulting 
from the traflic in intoxicating liquors. It 
was sent to the Senate this evening by a 
messenger and read the first time,and ordered 
printed in advance of other matter. From 
the indications tonight the bill will become 
a law before tomorrow evening. 

The first section provides that upon the 
business of trafficimg in intoxicating liquors 
there shall be assessed yearly and shall be 
paid into the County Treasury by every per- 
son engaged therein, as hereinafter provided, 
and for such place where such business is 
carried on by or for such person, the sum of 
$200, provided, if such business continue 
through the year, to wit—from the second 
Monday of April— exclusively in the trafficing 
in malt or vinous liquors, or both, such as- 
sessment shall be but one-half the foregoing 
sum. 

Sec. 2 provides that assessments, together 
with any increase thereof, as penalty there- 
on, shall attach and operate as a lien upon 
the real property on and in which such busi- 
ness is conducted, as of the second Monday 
of April each year, and shall be paid on or 
before June 20 following; and that whoever 
shall engage or continue in the business 
aforesaid of selling intoxicating liquors in 
or upon land not owned by him, and without 
the written consent of the owner thereof, 
shall be held guilty of a misdemeanor and 
liable to be indicted and punished by 
a fine not exceeding $100 nor less than $25, 
or by imprisonment in the county jail not 
exceeding ten days, or both, at the discretion 
of the court, and each day’s continuance 
upon such premises shall be an additional 
offense. 

Sec. 3 provides for the- manner in 
which returns shall be made by assessors, 
and if any person shall, on demand, refuse 
or fail to furnish the requisit information, 
such assessment upon his said business shall 
be $375; and if any person 
having made a return that 
his business is confined exclusively to malt 
or vinous liquors, or both, shall thereafter, 
during the assessment year, sell any other 
intoxicating liquors, the assessment upon his 
business shall thereby be increased by the 
sum of $250. Andif any assessment afore 
said shall not be paid when due there shall 
be added a penalty thereto of 20 per centum, 
which shall be collected therewith. 

Secs. 4 and 5 provide for the way that the 
County Auditor disposes of the money, as 
well as the way the County Treasurer re- 
ceipts for the same. 

Sec. 6 says that the phrase “traflicking 
in intoxicating liquors,” as used in this act, 
means the buying or procuring and selling of 
intoxicating liquors otherwise than ypon 
prescriptions issued in good faith by reliable 
physicians in active practice, or for ex- 
clusively known mechanical, pharmaceuti- 
cal, or sacramental purposes; but such 
phrase does not include the manufacturing 
of intoxicaing liquors from the raw material 
and the sale thereof by the manufacturer of 
the same in quantities of one gallon or more 
at any one time. 

Sec 7 provides that revenues and fines re- 
sulting under the provisions of this act shall 
be distributed as follows—to-wit: In every 
county three-fourths of the money paid as 
herein provided into the County Treasury on 
account of any business aforesaid carried on 
in any city or village therein shall, upon the 
warrant of the County Auditor, be paid 
into the Treasury of such corporation, one- 
half to the credit of the poliee fund, and one- 
half to the credit of the general revenue fund 
tnereof; provided, that in incorporations 
having no police fund the entire three- 
fourths shall be passed to the credit of the 
general revenue fund thereof. The other 
fourth, together with all other revenues re- 
sulting hereunder in said county shall be 
passed to the credit ef the poor fund of 
such county. 

Sec. 8° provides the compensation the 
County Auditor shall receive. 

Sec. 9 is the Smith Sunday law of last 
winter, with the following amendment: That 
nothing in this section shall prevent the 
Council of any municipal corporation ip this 
State from regulating and coutrolling on 
such first day of the week the sale of beer 
and native wines in such manner as may by 
ordinance be previded; and any municipal 
corporation shall have ful! power to regulate, 
restrain, and prohivit ale, beer, and porter 
houses and places of habitual resort for tip- 
pling and intemperance. 

Sec. 10 provides that whoever sells intoxti- 
cating liquors to a minor, except on the writ-

As it now stands, the measure reénacts 
called McConnelilsville ordinance, while et oe 
empowers certain municipal authorities to sus- 
pend the action of the Smith law under certain 
circumstances. While this latter feature may 
be objected to by the more rigid temperance 

pie, they are referred to the fact that the 

is already in operation in every city which 
will exercise the power granted, so that nothing 
really is  iost. Oo the other hand, the 
same class of men will find that the 
McConnelilsville ordinance gives to municipal 
authorities the power not only to prohibit the 
saloons on Sunday, but on any other day of the 
week, so that it is in effect a iocal-option meas- 
ure. While there may appear to be a technical 


step backward in regard to the Sunday law. it is . 


only tecboical and sentimental, and gives no 
liberty that is not already exercised. That it 
makes one law for the city and another and dif- 
ferent for the country is an objection that can 
be urged with equal force against a large 
rtion of our statutes. Cities require 
ifferent laws from the rural! districts in other 
matters besides temperance, as the experience 
of all time demonstrates, ano it will become 
more apparent to us as our cities increase in 
size and extent. The great feature which taxes 
the traffic is preserved in the bill, though the 
amount is somewhat reduced. It is still large 
enough to operate asa wholesome restriction, 
while producing a handsome revenue to our 
large cities. It is tobe hoped that the Senate 
will be able to concur in the House bill 
without material alteration. We see 
no valid reason why it should not, 
as acareful examination of the provisions of the 
measure will certainly commend it toall who 
are sincere in their desire for some practical 
law on the subject of the liquor traffic. Such a 
law will operate totake the temperance ques- 
tion out of politics, for the time ing at least, 
and will afford a better chance for the pending 
amendments to be discussed and voted upon 
apart from any Bader considerations. With 
such a law the Republican party can carry the 
State in October beyond a doubt,

A little more than one year ago verbal 
orders were given as above, but the result 
didnot prove satisfactory, and now heroic 
means are to be used. 


It Will Wipe Out Dogegeries and Bring 
Miore Trade to Chicago—A Case in 
Point, 

Paris, lll., April 11.—[Special.]—The re- 
election of Carter Harrison as Mayor of Chi- 
cago will prove very detrimental to her 
trade. Country merchants have, to a large 
extent, come to the conclusion that it is not 
safe to go there to trade on account of the 
insecurity of their lives. They do not 
relish the idea of beme knocked 
down and robbed, and perchance mur- 
dered. Your correspondent has heard a 
great deal of talk among business men 
and merchants especially in regard to trad- 
ing in Chicago—that it was not safe to risx 
their lives among the thugs and sandbaggers 
of your city. Asa general thing they prefer 
to trade with oe merchants Ww going to 
Cincinnati or Indianapolis, as they can do 
better with the former; but when it is haz- 
ardous to go to Chicago they prefer to go 
elsewhere, and run no risk in doing so, 

Now, what the solid men of Chicago should 
do is te urge the passage of the high- 
license bill by our Legislature, which 
will have the effect of wiping out 
one-half or two-thirds of the low doggeries 
and dens of iniquity, where the meanest kind 
of liquors are sold, and thereby lessen the in- 
fluence of the bummer element in your mu- 
nicipal elections. If it does not succeed in 
doing that, it will greatly lessen the amount 
of crime in that great city of yours, which is 
greatly to be desired by all decent, respect- 
able people. Let the Legisiature give the 
people a high liquor-license law, and they 
will be surprised at the revolution created in 
favor of good order and the morals of the 
people; and it will have the effect of taking 
the question of temperance entirely out of 
politics and wipe out a troublesome element 
for all time. 

This city having tried the high-license sys- 
tem fortwo years, the citizens (aside from 
the fanatics) are perfectly satisfied that it is 
the best that has ever been adopted. Our 
city has been the most orderly of any other 
in the State. As your correspondent has 
said in a former communication to THE 
TRIBUNE, there has not been in the two years 
of high license a single row or disturbance 
of any kind. The saloons have been con- 
ducted in the most orderly manner. No 
screens are allowed in them, and customers 
go in and out as quietly as in 
any dry-goods housein the city. The penr- 
alty, which provides for revoking a license 
costing $800 a year fora violation of the 
ordinances made and provided in such cases, 
acts as a great incentive to good order and 
good government. If the Legislature will 
pass the high-license bill, Chicago will soon 
be rid of a very large vortion of her bummer 
element, and make it not only safe, but a 
pleasure for the country merchants to go and 
trade in your city, and also make it possible 
for her to get back to good honest goveru- 
ment once more and remain there.

BOILER EXPLOSIONS. 


Carelesness the Cause of a Terrific Ex- 
plosion at Hudson, Wis., Killing 
One Man—Another Fearful 
Explosion at Ash- 
tabula. 


Hupson, Wis., April 12.—[{Special.]—The 
boiler of the Hudson Chair Company ex- 
ploded with terrific results. The loss of life 
and limb was surprisingly small. William 
Poaska, for some weeks the engineer, was 
picked from the ruins soon after the con- 
cussion, burned, bruised, and blackened al- 
most beyond recognition, though still alive. 
He died at 7:30 this evening. Superintend- 
ent Fisher also was standing a few yards 
away from the building, was hit upon 
the head with a flying missile, and 
one of Mrs. Rielly’s sons was slightly hurt, 
but none other of the-fifty men employed 
about the premises were injured. No oneis 
able to give the cause; though the general 
impression is that water was permitted 
in some way to get lowin the boilers and 
cold water was pumped in upon a red-hot 
crown-sheet, which never fails to produce a 
similar result. ‘The wreck is one of the 
most complete ever witnessed. There is 
hardly one brick left upon auother. Large 
pieces of débris were thrown more than a 
quarter of a mile from the wreck. ‘The cas- 
ings of the monstrous boilers ‘are torn 
to ribbons and thrown rods away. ‘I'he flues 
are standing on enc in all directions, some 
far off in the pond. ‘The very foundations ot 
the engine-room: are upheaved, and the 
spokes in the gigantic fly-wheel are snapped 
off like pipestems, while thick mortar and 
other ruins are strewn about like stones 
from avoicano. Hundreds of panes of glass 
are also shattered from the main building 
from both ends and sides, while some of the 
— deciare they were lifted bodily from 
their feet by the force of the concussion. 
The loss is estimated at nearly $10,000, which 
no insurance can cover. The factory was 
new throughout, and had only recently been 
started up. 

AT ASHTABULA. 

CLEVELAND, QO., April 12.—[Special.]—At 
6:25 this morning one of the two large boil- 
ers in the works of the Hitchcock & Bradle 
bending-works at Asiitabula, O., exploded. 
demulishing the engine-room, a Jlarge three- 
story brick building adjacent, and badly 
damaging a third building belonging to the 
McGuire Carriage-W orks, a large three-story 
brick. Charles Grubham, the night-watch- 
man, was the only person in the building at 
He was buried 
under tons of débris and machinery. Inci- 
dent to the explosion a tire broke 
out in the ruins, but was soon ex- 
tinguished. The immediate cause of 
the explosion is of course the usual defec- 
tive boiler. Both of them in the building 
are old ones and have long been suspected as 
dangerous. Last Tuesday one of them was 
found to be leaking badly. The workmen 
became alarmed and threatened to leave 
work. Grubham, the man killed, is said to 
have told his wife that Tuesday was the last 
day he would work in the place. The bviler, 
however, was repaired. The work was fin- 
ished last night, the boiler pronounced safe, 
and Grubbam directed to fire up this 
morning. it 1s presumed that he did so. 
Fragments of the boiler machinery were 
hurled nearly 1,000 yards from the scene, and 
the dome of the boiler, weighing nearly half 
a ton, was found ina field an eighth of a 
mile away. Thesearch for Grubham’s body 
bore fruit about 10:30. I was found on the 
boider-room floor, covered with broken ma- 
chinery and drick work, crushed beyond rec- 
ognition. He leaves a wife and six young 
children. The loss is between $12,000 and 
$15,000,

SILVER IN TENNESSEE. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 12.—(Speciai.]— 
Prof. William E. Colton, State Geologist for 
Tennessee, accompanied by Mr. Com. Whit- 
thorne, a well-known scientist, has tor a week 
been on a prospecting tour through East Ten- 
nessee; the real object of which was little known. 
It now develops that their expedition was of 
great importance, not only to them, but to an 
entire section of the State. They traced up a 
very valuabie silver mine at the head of Woife 
Creek. in Cocke County, and purchased the en- 
tire veia. An analysis by Prof. Colton develops 
the startling fact that the ore contains from $25 
to $36 of siiver per ton, which is sy as rich as 
the majority of great mines in the West. They 
are bound under their contract to sink a sbaft 
seventy-five feet and tunnel 100 feet within six 
months.

EXPERIMENTS which have been conducted 
by Dr. J. H. Long, chemist of the Chicago 
Medica) College, throw considerable light on 
two very interesting questions—the condition 
of the air we breathe and that of the water 
wedrink. it has been shown that the city 
breweries exercise a deleterious effect upon 
the atmosphere, but their evil influence is ten 
times exceeded by that of Bridgeport. ‘The 
purest air in the city js on the North 
#ide, and the air is at its @st when the wind 
blows from the lake and immediately after 
thunder-storms. Dr. Long found that dur- 
ing the recent floods the drinking-water 
contained a dangerous amount of organic 
matter. At that time there was a marked in- 
crease in the pumber of reported cases of 
winter-cholera, diarrhea, and kindred dis- 


‘eases. The experiments now in progress 


contemplate a comparison between the con- 
dition of the air and that of the public 
health in variousdistricts, and their result 
will be watched with interest both by medl- 
cal men and the general public.

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A DRUNKEN saloonkeeper on South Hal- 
sted street, who has devoted his time for the 
last few months to assimilating his own vile 
whisky and abusing his wife, yesterday com- 
mitted acrime for which he may possibly 
grace the gallows. The unfortunate 
woman who calis Mauritz Stadelmann 
her husband tired’ of his abuse at 
last, and swore out a warrant for his 
arrest. This was given to Constable Thomas 
Mooney to serve, and the officer with two 
assistants visited Stadelmann’s = saloon. 
Mooney proceeded to read his warrant, when 
the saloonkeeper drew a revolver and fired 
a shot which passed through Mooney’s 
lung. The latter fell, and his assistants 
made their escape after Stadelmann had 
fired half-a-dozen more shots at them. 
When the police arrived they found the 
wouid-be murderer barricaded in an out- 
house, but they broke in the door and capt- 
ured him before he had time to -use his 
weapon, which he had rei~aded for the pur- 
pose. Mooney, who is an able and efficient 
officer and an elderly man with a wife and 
large family of children, was taken to his 
home, and there is very little hope of his re- 
covery. 


In the trial of Joseph brady for the 
Phenix Park murders the witness Carey was 
subjected to a strict cross-examination, and 
confessed that he was one of the prime 
movers in the murder of Mr. Burke. He de- 
clared that he acted under compulsion di- 
rectly preceding the killing, but was not un- 
der such compulsion when he pointed out 
Mr. Burke to the assasins, and urged them to 
remember that the man in gray was burke. 
He confessed that he was the first to suggest 
that daggers should be used: by the murder- 
ers, and had proposed the weapons should be 
retained as national relics. A sensation was 
created by his acknowledgment that he had 
been promised a pardon for himself and 
brother if he testified freely and his evidence 
was corroburated. Carey declared sixznilti- 
cantly that he had not told haif of what 
he knew, and it is evident that he 
will be pertectly ready with testimony 
against the other prisoners when their turn 
comes. The examination of the dynamite 
conspirators in London was postponed after 
the prosecuting counsel had made a state- 
ment declaring that the Government had 
ample proof of the connection of all the men 
arrested with a plot originating in Awerica 
and supported by funds contributed on this 
side of the Atiantic. It was in'imated that 
the charge against the prisoners would be 
changed from the miner one of unlawful 
possession of explosives to the graver one of 
conspiracy, and possibly to treason-felony. 


THE HESING-HARRISON LICENSE BILL. 

The License bill introduced into the Legis- 
lature by Haines, of Waukegan, and said to 
have béen brought from Chicago by Mr. 
Hesing, after receiving the approval of Mayor 
llarrison, isa fraud. Its only mission is to 
confuse the license question in the Legisla- 
ture and serve as a hindrance to the passage 
ofa proper measure. The Haines bill fixes 
no fee for saloon-licenses. tt purports to 
establish conditions which shall enable the 
Mayor to exercise better discretion than 
under the existing laws, and it is backed up 
vy the statement that at present the granting 
of a saloon-license is compulsory, regardless 
of the reputation of the person asking for it. 
This is not true, and, as a matter of fact, the 
billin question will weaken the authority of 
the Mayor as it stands now, by imposing cer- 
tain conditions. At present the Mayor has 
Lhe absolute and unquestioned right to grant 
or refuse licenses for saloons according to 
his own personal judgment. The courts 
have repeatedly deciined to review this au- 
thority, holding it to be a prerogative at- 
tached to the office of Mayor under the laws, 
and the exercise of a power for which he can 
be held accountable only by the people or 
under formal prosecution for malfeasance in 
office. 

In order that there may be no doubt about 
the status of the license power under the 
present laws and the purpose of the bill pro- 
posed by Haines, at the instance of the Har- 
rison-Hesing crowd, we summarize below 
the laws and ordinances bearing on the sub- 
ject: 

1. The General Incorporation act, under 
whicn Chicago is organized, confers upon 
the Council (Art. V., Sec. 1, paragraph 46) 
the power to license, regulate, and prohibit 
the sale of liquor. 

2. The old charter conferred the same 
power upon the Couucil with the exception 
that this body had no right to prohibit the 
sale of liquor. 

8. The Revised Ordinances (Art. L, Sec. 
495) provide that ** the Mayor shall grant li- 
censes for the purposes authorized,” ete., 
“unless the City Council shall otherwise 
designate, and may revoke the same at 
pleasure.”’ 

4. Art. XXXVI_., Sec. 1,565, of the Revised 
Ordinances reads: “ All licenses shall be 
granted by the Mayor from time to time to 
such persons as he may deem proper resi- 
dents of the City of Chicago.”’ 

5. The power of the Mayor is even more 
specifically set forth in other ordinances, but 
it will be sufficient to quote the two which 
foliow:

A perusal of the above extracts from the 
existing laws and ordinances will convince 
any intelligent person that there is no neces- 
sity for any turther legislation as a means to 
give the Mayor discretionary powers. On 
the contrary, the bill introduced by Haines 


will to some extent restrict the ample power 
It proposes, for 


now enjoyed by the Mayor. 
instance, to attach certain conditions to the 
granting of saloon-licenses, such as “a cer- 
tificate of at least five reputable citizens and 
taxpayers to the good character of the appli- 
cant,’”’ But under the present law the Mayor 
may require the evidence of fifty reputable 
citizens if he chooses to exact such a condi- 
tion as preliminary to his own satisfaction as 
to the good character of the applicant, and 
he may refuse a license if a hundred 
such persons indorse. an applicant whom 
objectionable. In point 
of tact, the power of the Mayor 
is that of an autocrat in the matter 
of saloon-licenses. If he issues licenses 
to prize-fighters, sluggers, confidence-men, 
and the keepers of low variety dives, itis 
simply because he chooses to do so, and not 
because there is any constraint by law or 
otherwise upon him. There will be no guar- 
antee of mvure prudent discrimination on the 
part of the Mayor in the bill proposed by 
Haines nor in any other bill of conditions 


which may be devised than there, is under * 


the present law, excevt a minimum price be 
fixed for licenses which shall be large 
enough to restrain the reckless competition 
of the saloon business and make it especially 
hazardous to risk a forfeiture of license by 
violation of the ordinances or the laws of 
common decency. So long as the Mayor has 
absolute authority to withhold a license 
from any and every applicant, and to revoke 
a license which has been issued for any 
and every violation of the city ordinances, 
there is no means to confer additional 
powers in that regard, and the only 
way to limit the number of saloons 
and make them more orderly and responsi- 
ble is to increase the fee. It is precisely this 
thing which the Haines (Harrison-Hesing) 
bill does not do, anditisin order to defeat 
this eondition that it has been introduced. 
It should receive no attention whatever 
from the Legislature, since its passage would 
in no wise change the present conditions of 
saloon-licenses. The license issue should be 
fought out on the basis of the bill proposing 
a minimum fee of $500, modified, perhaps, 
by authorizing the sale of beer alone for half 
that amount. If that billcannot be passed, 
then there is no need for any other legisla- 
tion on the subject.

THE RAILROAD CHARTER CASES. 

A case involving the powerof the State to 
regulate the rates of fare to becharged pas- 
sengers and the rates to be collected for the 
transportation of freight was argued yes- 
terday and the day previous before the Su- 
preme Court of the Unitea States at Wash- 
ington. The case is that of a man who shipped 
salt over the Lilinois Central Railroad, and 
who was charged more for its transportation 
than the rates established by the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners. It was 
decided in the Circuit and the Supremé 
Courts of this State adversely to the railroad 
company. The Supreme Courtof the United 
States had, in a long series of cases known 
as the * Granger cases,’’ affirmed the power 
of the State Legislature to regulate by law 
the rates of fare to be charged by the railway 
companies. These decisions covered cases 
brought up on appeals by railway companies 
in several States, and it was substantially 
considered that the question of power was 
clearly settled by the court. Later on anew 
ray of hope dawned upon the railroad com- 
panies. A more careful examination of the 
opinion in Pick vs. The Chicago & North- 
western Railroad Company [96 U. S., 166] dis- 
covered these words: 


In Munn vs. Illinois and Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad Company va. lowa we decided 
that the State may limit the amount of charges 
by railroad companies for tares and freights, 
urdess restruined by some contract in the charter. 


As a last resort, it wag determined to seek 
the overthrow of thé doctrine laid down in 
the ** Granger cases,”’ by setting up the in- 
violability of the contracts as set forth in the 
railroad charters, in all of which in some 
form the companies were given the power to 
tix the rates of transportation and to collect 
the same. Upon this ground these cases 
have been carried through the courts of illi- 
nois and have now been argued tor a final 
decree in the Supreme Court at Washington. 
The principle involved is the same in both 
cases, the one relating to passenger fares and 
the other to the rates of freight transporta- 
tion. 

The original charters of the several rail- 
road companies now consolidated under one 
and bearing the title of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Roed were substantially 
the same so far as this question is concerned. 
‘The charter provides: 


The said corporation shall have the right. .. 
to prescribe the manner in which said railroad 
Shall be used; by what force the carriages to be 
used thereon may be propelled; to regulate the 
tine and manner in which goods, etfects, and 
passengers "nay be transported and curried on 
the samme, and rates of toll on the transportation 
of persons or property thereon. 


Under a like or substantially like provis- 
ion in the charters of all the railway com- 
panies in the United States it is claimed by 
the two companies whose rights are involved 
in these cases that: : 

l. These charters by the State expressly 
grant to the companies the right to establish 
from time to time the rates of transportation 
over their roads. 

2. That these charters are contracts made 
between the State and the companies. 

3. That these contracts are made inviolable 
by the Constitution of the United States. 

4. That the Legislature is prohibited from 
passing any law impairing the obligation of 
contracts. 

For the State the argument has been thus 
stated: 

1, That the act of the Legislature was 
passed under the exercise of the police power 
inherent in every State. 

2. That the Legislature under no circum- 
stances could surrender this power by.char- 
ter, contract, or otherwise. 

3. A charter can give no right except what 
is given by express terms: that al! charters 
must be construed strictly, and nothing is to 
be taken by implication. 

4. No railroad charter gives to the com- 
puny an exclusive right to fix the rates of 
fare. The State in no case has surrendered 
its police power to regulate. 

The only pcint left undetermined by the 
court in the “Granger cases’ was in regard 
to the right of the companies exclusively to 
establish rates of fare on these roads, and this 
is now to be determined. There is a long sertes 
of decisions by the court to the effect that the 
Legislature has no power to make any con- 
tract of any kind with any perscns by which 
the State surrenders or parts with its right 
to exercise its police power. 

As the court had previously held in ail the 
“Granger cases ” that the power of the State 
to regulate by law the charges of the rail- 
roads for the transportation of freight and 
passengers, unless restrained by sumething 
in their charters, was a constitutional one; 
and also that the Legislature could not divest 
itself of any of its legal powers, nor part 
with them, nor surrender them under any 
circumstances, the argument of the State 
seeins to be irresistible. 

An important case involving similar ques- 
tions is now on its way from Georgia to the 


of the case are peculiar and interesting. In 
1833 the Legislature of Georgia chartered a 
company for the construction of a railroad 
and turnpike, with various branches, in that 
State. This charter contained the following 
remarkable provision: 


The said Georgia Railroad Company shall at 
all times have the exclusive right of transporta- 
tion or conveyance of persons, merchandise, and 
produce over the raiiroad and railroads to be by 
them constructed while they see fit to exercise 
the exclusive_right; provided that the charge of 
transportation or conveyance shali not exceed 


| 60 cents per 100 pounds on beavy articies and 10 


cents per cubic foot on articles of mexsurement 
for every 100 miles; and five cents per mile for 
every passenger. Provided always that the said 
company may, when they see fit, rent or farm 
out all or any part of their said exclusive right of 
transportation or conveyance of persons on the 
railroad or railroads, with the privilege to any 
individual or individuals or Other company, and 
for such term as may be agreed upon, subject to 
the rates above mentioned. 


The State a few years ago by law provided 
a Board of Railroad Commissioners with the 
ordinary powers to establish rates of trans- 
portation, and the board undertook to en- 
force its regulations, The railroad company 
sought by bill to restrain the board, claiming 
that the act of the Legislature was uneon- 
stitutional, and also pleading its rights and 
powers under the charter. ‘he case has been 
two years in the courts of Georgia, and the 
decisions of these courts have all been ad- 
verse to the railroad company. The exclu- 
sive right to exact the fares granted over 
fifty years ago by the charter is thus dis- 


posed of in the decision of the Supreme 


Court of the State: 


The charters of incorporated companies must 
be strictly construed. Whatever is aot express- 
lx given therein, or not necessarily implied 
thexefrom, is Withheld. The power must be in 
plairhyvords or by necessary implication. All 
powera not given in this manner are withheld. 
A doubtrul charter does not exist. The doubt is 
against {he corporauon. This company 
was incorporated to buildarail or turnpike road. 
Alter naming other rigbts the charter specilies 
that the road *sbali at all times bave the exciu- 
sive right of transportation or conveyance of 
persons, merchandise, and produce over the 
railroad,” etc. The excluSlve right of transpor- 
tation here granted was only to be enjoyed on 
condition that no more than 30 cents per 100 
pounds on heavy freights per 100 miles and five 
ceots a mile for each passenger be charged. 


JOKING IN POLITICS. 

At the recent election in Allegheny City, 
Pa., an eplsode occurred which has a decided 
bearing upon municipal elections elsewhere, 
not excepting Chicago. The people of the 
First Ward, regardless of party and in a spirit 
of fun, got together and nominated one of 
the most prominent and substantial citizens 
of the ward as Constable. He protested 
against the candidacy, but despite all his pro- 
tests they turned in and elected him. It 
was supposed that he would resign, and the 
joke would be atan end, but the gentleman 
did not look upon it in that light, and turned 
the joke into a very serious reality. As soon 
as he found that he was elected he promptly 
made arrangements with some of his rela- 
tives to transact his business, accepted the 
election, and notified his constituents that he 
was going to perform the duties of the office 
without fear or favor, and in a thorough, 
emphatic, and exhaustive manner, and that 
every law which it was his duty to enforce 
would be enforced to. the very letter. The 
joke, therefore, was really turned upon those 
who elected him, and they and all others are 
setting their premises in order against any 
visitations from the new Constable. The re- 
sult of all this is that the law will be more 
faithfully executed and more. generally 
obeyed in the First Ward of Allegheny City 
than in any other municipal ward of any 
city in the United States. 

It is a pity that jokes of this kind were not 
more frequent in our cities. Here was a 
substantial citizen and man/of property who 
was willing to make a sacrifice in order to 
take an inferior position in the service of the 
city. He was not only ready to obey the 
will of the people, butto execute it. He be- 
longs to a class of men who ought to be 
in politics, but unfortunately are not. He 
was ready to take an office where the pay is 
insignificant and the duties exacting. He has 
a thorough comprehension of his duties. 
He will. be respected and his orders will be 
obeyed without any question, and there will 
be no exemption from obedience to the laws. 
The rich and the poor willobey alike or pay 
the penalty. MY more such men could be 
found, ready and willing to make some sacri- 
fice for the popular good, men of character 
and influence and public spirit who would 
accept office when elected and fearlesly per- 
form their duties, the problem of municipal 
reform would. not be a difficult one to settle. 
lf a few such practical jokes could be played 
in Chicago the city would not have such 
a bad name abroad. If men were 
once elected here who would enforce the 
laws there would soon be an end of the ruf- 
fianism, violence, immorality, and crime 
which have disgraced our public streets. Seo 
long, however, as it is no disqualification 
that a candidate is disreputable or ignorant 
there is little prospect of reform. We com- 
mend the case of the substantial citizen of 
the First Ward of Allegheny City to our own 
Mayor. He has expressed an intention, or a 
desire at least, to inaugurate reform. If he 
will commence work in the same manner as 
the Allegheny City man, and enforce every 
law 'to the letter, he will be surprised himself 
at the changes he can make. If some of our 
staunchest citizens would follow the same 
example, and announce themselves as willing 
and ready to take executive offices and help 
enforce laws, Chicago would soon be a dit- 
ferent city. 
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SOUTHERN COTTON MANUFACTURING. 
It is announced in our New York dis- 
paiches that the Eastern railroads have re- 
fused to grant the lower rates asked for by 
the agents of the New England. cotton-mills 
on shipments to the West to enable them to 
meet the competition of the new cotton man- 
ufacturers of the South who are reaching 
out for the Western markets. The grounds 
of the decision are not stated, butit is proba- 
bly due to the clear perception of the fact that 


if they should interfere the Southern roads > 


could and would neutralize all that they did 
by lowering their rates to the Southern ship- 
pers. This would put the New England 
manufacturer or his New York agent back 
where he was before the Eastern roads ac- 
ceded to his tequest for an auxiliary tariff. 

The cotton manufacture of the South has 
had so quick a success that there is some ex- 
aggeration in the popular opinion that it is 
destined to revolutionize the cotton industry 
and probably- uproot the businessin New 
Engiand. A recent letter by the entertaining 
Frank Wilkeson in the New York Sun takes 
a rather lurid view of the outcome of the re- 
sults to follow the competition of the South 
with the established mills of the East. He 
speaks in his own graphic way ofthe * pros- 
pect that the products of the New England 
mills will be driven out ot the Mississippi 
Valley” and that the latter manufacturers 
“will be fatally crippled.” His prophetic 
eye sees the New Englana wills “ over- 
thrown,”’ and he has the cause of this not in- 
considerable revolution ready made in 
slavery. Slavery ground down the poor 
whites to such a depth that they are ready to 
work for starvation wages. The Massa- 
chusetts operatives in 1880 received an ay- 
erage of 3259 a year, while the Southern 
operative got only $169a year. “ There is,”’ 
he says, ** doom in these figures.” 

It is a singular fact that while those on the 
outside see such a roseate light playing 
about the new factories of the South the 
Southern cotton-spinners themselves have 
recently formed an association to limit their 
output They have found it necessary to 


' take concerted measures to prevent the mills 


market. President Hanson, of the Southern 
Cotton Manufacturers’ Association, does not 
by any means take the same view of the 
value of the poor white labor as Frank 
Wilkeson. Mr. Hanson says: “ We get la- 
bor cheaper than New England, but they get 
better labor.” Again: “* There is nota man 
in my mills getting $8 a day or more that is 
native to the South. We import our skilled 
labor from New England, and we do not get 
the best, for they keep those at home.” If 
he advertised for a clerk, Mr. Hanson said, 
at $50 a month he would have 100 applica- 
tions aday. If he offered $300a month for a 
Superintendent he had no answer except 
from New England. In consequence of 
Southern pride and detestation of actual 
work, the boys grow up and spend anxious 
days looking for $50 a month places, while 
$300 a month places are anxiously looking 
for them. 

The sole advantage that the Southerner 
has, according to President Hanson, is the 
difference of about one cent a pound in the 
cost of his cotton, which he saves in cost of 
transportation. Against this the New En- 
gland spinners bring the very best training. 
fifty years of experience, the most accurate 
system of business, perfect organization, and 
a thorough knowledge of the cotton market 
in which they buy and of the goods market 
in which they sell. ln the face of this com- 
petition he asserted that the Southern mills 
are losing ground and had made less in 1882 
than in 1881. 

In refusing to reduce their rates on the 
shipments of New England cottons to the 
West the railroads have expressed their opin- 
ion that the New England industry has con- 
siderable vitality left and is not likely to be 
exterminated at once by a competitor that 
had to use the poorest, and therefore dearest, 
labor in America® If the New England cot- 
ton manufacturers want to better their posi- 
tion in a thorougm® and effective way they 
can do it by insisting that Congress relieve 
them from the taxation on all their anachin- 
ery, transportation, and labor. The excessive 
taxation is the real obstacle in the way of 
their successful competition with foreign 
manufacturers, 

OUT OF FASHION. 

Wall street changes its skies like an April 
day. A week ago the brokers or the New 
York Stock Exchange spent. their time in the 
chess parlors of the exchange, and deserted 
the floors, where there was no commission 
to be earned. A clever cartoon in one of the 
pictorial weeklies represents Mr. Gould 
looking down Wall street and wondering 
why Wall street Is so blue. Opposit him is 
the Stock Exchange symbolized by a reser- 
voir through whose parting sides great 
streams of water are beginning to flow, a 
warning to the passers-by that the dam must 
soon give way. But the scene has suddenly 
changed. In the last few days stocks have 
been more active, prices have advanced, the 
bulls are tossing their horns, and it looks as 
if the good old booms of 1878-1580 were about 
to return. 

But we donot belleve any such buoyant 
anticipations are to be realized. While the 
commercial situation 
nounced to be sound, trade is not likely 
to show in any quarter such liberal profits as 
to leave business-men a large surplus for in- 
vestinent in stock deals. The attempt in 
every direction to reduce wages, the running 
of mills and factories on short time, the coui- 
dition of the iron market, are all conclusive 
evidence of that ominous condition of things 
known as “overproduction.”’ Our iron mills 
can make iron enough fora marketone-third 
larger than they have. Our cotton and wool- 
en milis could supply a good section of the 
European market besides that which they 
enjoy in this country. The farmers have been 
holding their stuff, and the recent break in 
prices wlll not add to their means or their 
disposition to buy. 

Stil, Wall street is being galvanized by all 
the old tricks of manipulation. It is an- 
nounced that the Wabash is to be consoli- 
dated with the Missouri Pacific. The Wa- 
bash is a bad egg, and the Missouri Pacific, 
the capital of which has been raised from 
$800,000 under Commodore Garrison to $30,- 
000,000, is an aggregation of good and bad 
eggs. The mixture, the public are asked to 
believe, will be a good omelet. When the 
stimulus of this story flags it is announced 
that the Gould Southwestern roads will be 
consolidated with the East Tennessee sys- 
tem. This union would add nothing what- 
ever to the value or earning power of any of 
the constituent corporations, but it serves 
the purpose of a day. So the market is fed 
with the tales that were so potent during the 
craze of 1880, in the hope that the lambs may 
be mesmerized once more into taking upon 
their backs the loads which are almost more 
than the cliques can bear. | 

The remarks of a foreign banker quoted by 
the New York Heruld uncover the reason 
why the cliques will not succeed in their at- 
tempt to unload upon the public. He said: 


This country presents the grandest oppor- 
tuuities in the worid for profitabie investments 
in deveioping its Vast baturai resources, and the 
capital of the whole worid might be expected two 
cuwme to us, yel tuere is today uo demand in Eu- 
rope tor the sbares of our railroads or other 
corporations. Why? Because of the intense 
distrust that. bas been createc by the dishonest 
inavipulalions and tricks of thuse Dbaving con- 
trol ot them. Directors and executive officials 
of your raiiway Companies almost invariably 
gawmbie in the 8uares vf tbe property they con- 
trul, apd the rouds are wahaged, not for tne 
benetit of the reul owners—iue shareboiders— 
but to further personal schemes. ‘The cullapse 
ot Erie gave sucb a shuck to the cuntidence of 
Kogiish and Continental capitaliets in American 
securities that it LOOK years to recover trom 
it. Lie stuck Waterings, the * cousolidations,”’ the 
“mergers’’ and “operating agreements,” with 
all their attendant juggiery uf issuing the se- 
curities Of one Cowpany in an arbitrury ratio for 
tbuse Of another, woe frighiful trauds perpe- 
trated torougd coustruction companies, the cor- 
ruption of Judges and legislators, and the fre- 
quent lack Of 6impie buonesty and truthfulness 
among those at the bead of yourenterpmses—a}i 
(nese Dave operated to produce the existing dis- 
trust Of American investments.

change. Legitimate business will flourish 
on the New York Stock Exchange. Good 
railroad bonds and stocks will sell. But the 
next great speculation will not be in the man- 
ufactures ot Wallstreet. itis difficuit to fore- 
see the future, but the gigantic transactions 
in land reported in almost-every issue of the 
daily press seem to forecast the next fashion 
in speculation. Fashion rules as strongly 
here as in dress, Watered stocks are but of 
style. 


Ture Commercial Gazette. of Cincinrati,

would “like to know how many citizens 
there are in Ohio who think it is the chief 
end of man to reform the world through 
prohibitory legislation.”” We cannot see 
how such information is likely to be of any 
value. Asa mere matter of statistics it will 
have no weight whatever. 
majority of the Ohio people should declare 
in favor of prohibition, and that policy should 
be adopted (which is not at all likely), no 
practical progress would be made toward the 
suppression of the liquor traffic or the solu- 
tion of the question. The conditions in 
Maine attest that fact. Prohibition has been 
the law of that State for about thirty years, 
but the books of the United States Collector 
ot Internal Revenue show that 768 Federal 
licenses to sell liquor have been issued, and 
there is a saloon for every 155 persons in 
Portland and one for 110 people in Ban- 
gor. If there is nothing to hope from the 
adoption of a prohibition amendment, cer- 
tainly there is nothing to be gained from the 
defeat of a license and reguiation amend- 
ment by interposing the prohibition amend- 
ment at the same election. The point made 
by THE TRIBUNE is this: When the prohibi- 
tion and the regulation amendments are sub- 
mitted together the fanatics will all vote for 
the former, the conservatives for the latter, 
and the elements controlled by the whisky 
men will not vote at all. The result will be 
that both amendments will fail to receive a 
majority of all the votes cast, while a regu- 
lation amendigent, if submitted alone, would 
stand a good chance to be adopted,

THE reported new triple alliance between 
Germany, Austria, and Italy is an important 
combination, if it really exists, for it is proba- 
bly directed against France. The alliance be- 
tween Germany and Austria has never been 
disputed, andit is well Known that Italy on 
tmnore than one occasion has sought to gain ad- 
mission to it, especially since the operations of 
France in Tunis. The organ of Bismarck, how- 
ever, promptly denied the truth of the report 
when it was at first made public, but since then 
articles in the same paper of a very cordial nat- 
ure towards Italy, but especially towards King 
Humbert, have revived.the report. Some of 
the French papers sneer at the report, and oth- 
ers treat it seriously,as weakening the influ- 
ence of France on European affairs. If the alli- 
arce has been made there is but one Power to 
which France can look, and that is Russia; but 
what can Russia in ber present condidon do for 
France? Incaseof wara Franco-Russian alli- 
ance could not hope to cope with the tremen- 
dous odds against it, for it could not expect the 
sympathy ot England.

New York, April 12.—[Special.)—Further 
telegrams from London are beginning to 
disclose the object and aim of last week’s 
dispatches in regard to the attempt of En- 
glish dealers to form a corner in rice. 
A pool consisting of the larger millers and 
dealers has been formed, and stocks are com- 
bined to await the outcome of the movement 
to put up prices. One of the largest import- 
ers and dealers in rice in this country said 
wwday, in speaking of the practical effect of 
sucha combination: ‘This speculative com- 
bination is large and strong, and it 
will undoubtedly have some temporary 
efiect. You ecannet lock up several 
hundred thousand bags of rice without 
creating a Scarcity and infusing strength in 
outside holders. It is claimed that the prices 
are low, but this is rot so considering the 
large stock in hand and to arrive. ‘There is 


no sound basis for speculative purchases, : 


judging by the past. Last year the stock in 
hand about the Ist of April and to arrive 
was 181,528 tons, and within the month prices 
declined. This year the record shows 2i11,- 
645 tons, with higher average of prices 
prevailing. The outlook is bad 
for speculators, for with an 
advance of any considerable item 
the demand for rice will be checked in maty 
directions wherein other cereals have been 
generally used. It is presumed that oper- 
ators abroad are basing their operations upon 
an expected demand from the United States. 
Last year the Carolina crop was about 40 per 
cent short of the usual product, while this 
year itisup to a full average, so that we 
shall require but little from abroad.

A RICE POOL 
WHICH MAY OR MAY NOT INCREASE THE 
PRICE OF THIS CEREAL. 

New York, April 12.—[Special.]-—Further 
telegrams from London are beginning to 
disclose the object and aim of last week’s 
dispatches in regard to the attempt of En- 
glish dealers to form a corner in rice, 
A pool consisting of the larger millers and 
dealers has been formed, and stocks are com- 
bined to await the outcome of the movement 
to put up prices. One of the largest import- 
ers and dealers in rice in this country said 
today, in speaking of the practical effect of 
sucha combination: “ This speculative com- 


bination is large and strong, and it 
will undoubtedly have some temporary 
efflect. You cannet lock up several 


hundred thousand bags of rice without 
creating a scarcity and infusing strength in 
outside holders, It is claimed that the prices 
are low, but this is rot:so considering the 
large stock in hand and to arrive. ‘There is 
no sound basis for speculative purchases, 
judatne by the past. Last year the stock In 
1and about the Ist of April and to arrive 
was 181,528 tons, and within the month prices 
declined, This year the record shows 211,- 


643 tons, with higher average of prices 
prevailing. The outlook is bad 
tor speculators, for with an 
advance of any considerable item 


the demand for rice will be checked in many 
directions wherein other cereals have been 
generally used. It is presumed that oper- 
ators abroad are basing their operations upon 
an expected demand from the United States. 
Last year the Carolina crop was about 40 per 
cent short of the usual product, while this 
yearitisup to a full average, so that we 
shall require but little from abroad.

REFERRED. 

A proposition from Richard Fitzgerald to 
purchase eighty acres of school property in 
the vicinity of Washington Heights at $65 
per acre was read and referred to the Com- 
mittee on S@fiool Fund Property. 

CONDITION OF SCHOOL BULLDINGS. 

Mr. Stauber reported as to the condition of 
the schools under his charge. Hiscomplaint 
as to the Carpenter School was that the stairs 
were out of repair and should aa, renee’ 
with new ones, and that the boiler Was inad- 
eguate and the ventilation bad. ‘The 
Division and Cleaver Street School had a 
leaky roof, and the stairways were imperfect. 
The Lincoln School was in good repair, and 
the most he had to recommend was the cin- 
dering vf the yard. The Oakley Schoo! had 
some defects, but none of them were mate- 
rial. 

Mr. Floto reported as to the Franklin 
School, complaining that the joists were too 
near the boilers. The Vedder Street Schoo! 
was reported as in bad condition, the boilers 
needing replacing. The Sheldon Street 
School had been found in about the same 
condiuon as the Franklin School as to joists, 
and the Oak Street School was not dissimi- 
larly situated. 

Mr. Garvey reported asto the Lawndale, 
Sheridan, Walsh, and other schools under 
his charge, and had no particular complaints 
to make. : 

The reports from the other schools, as far 
as heard, were quite favorabie. 

THE OGDEN SCHOOL. 

A proposition was submitted, which was 
urged by Mr. Garvey, to introduce a new 
system of heating and ventilation in the new 
Ogden School building, at a cost of $5,585. 
It was laid over for one week after some dis- 
cu ssion. 

THE SCHOOL AGENT’S8 REPORT. 

The School Agent’s report for March was 
presented and referred. It showed the re- 
ceipts to have been $140,151, and that the 
balance on hand unexpended was $9,664, 
and that the rents due and uncollected 
amounted to $3,967. 

4 BULLDINGS AND GROUNDS. 

The Committee on Buildings and Grounds 
reported that the basement of a church ad- 
jacent to the Carpenter School had been 
reuted at 335 per month for sehool 
purposes; that the rent for the board 
rooms for the coming year would be $2, 

a raise of $200; and that bids had been re 
ceived for tilling school grounds, which were 
read. All of the recommendations were con- 
curred in. 

CONTRACTS FOR SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

The same committee reported in favor of 
letting contracts for the construction of the 
Irving, Keith, and Wells Schools except the 
plastering. The bids forthe Irving School 


aggregated $46,728;.the Keith School, $45,- 
577: and the Wells School, $49,711. Bids for 


the finishing of the South Division High- 
School were also opened, the lowest aggre- 
gating $5,741. 

Mr. Story objected to the bids on the 
ground that they were too high. He cited 
that similar buildings had been put up in 
1872 for much less money, and contended that 
there was no good reason for the exorbitance 
of the figures presented. 

Mr. Brenan raised the point that the in- 
creased price was largely represented by the 
increase in the thickness of the walls, they 
belng twenty inches, 


Mr. Keith theught there had been too 
much economy in_ erecting  school- 
bulidings, and was decidedly opposed 
to continuing the plan o shaping 


them after modern barns; There would be 
very little saving, in his opinion, In reducing 
the thickness of > walls, and for one he 
wanted to see all future schvol-buildings 
erected in keeping with the character and 
reputation of the city. 

Mr. Stensand could not understand why 
the bids for the Wells school should be 
$5,000 higher than for the other buildings, 
and thought nothing could be lost by laying 
all of the bids over. 

Mr. Dunne argued that the only remedy 
for the prices offered was the changing of 
the plans and the cheapening of the build- 
ings. ‘Lhe reduction of the thickness of tne 
walls would be a saving, no doubt, 
but be could see no necessity for rejecting 
the bids, even it this was done, for the reason 
that the architect could make the deductions 
for the brick saved, which the contractors 
would not hesitate to allow. 

Mr. Kraus moved that the bids for the 
Irving and Keith Schools and South Side 
High-School be accepted, and that the bids 
for the Wells School be recommitted. 

Mr. Brenan moved as a substitute that all 
of the bids be laid over, giving as his reason 
therefor that he watfted to inguire into the 
necessity of the wails being twenty inches 
thick, which was lost. 

Architect Willett, who had drawn the 
plans for the buildings, explained that he 
had drawn them in accordance with the 
building ordinances, and said that none of 
ae brick walls were thicker than sixteen 
inches. 

After some further discussion the motion 
of Mr: Kraus was concurred in. 

The bids for bullding the Webdster School, 
which had been presented ata former meet- 
ing, were then taken up and approved, ex- 
cept the bid for plastering, which was laid 
over. The buiiding will cost about $44,000, 

PURCHASING A SCHOOL SITE. 

A report was submitted in favor of the 
purchase of a school site, 150 by 137 feet, cor- 
ner of Monroe and Leavitt streets, at a cost 
of $20,750. 

Mr. Storey called attention to the fact that 
a bid for alot on Warren avenue, near Oak- 
ley street, 144x124 teet, had been offered for 


$18,500. He thought this lot was 
the more desirable of the two, 
to say nothing of the price, 


and that it was time the) board had com- 
menced to exercise some economy in such 
inatters, and moved that the Warren avenue 
lot be substituted for the report of the com- 
mittee.

Ever since Jim Keene introduced in New York 
the system of cones options and futures at 
Chicego, the New York Stock Exchange nas 
been depleted of that speculative work of which 
it once had the monopoly.” 

Here a New York gentieman, who has been a 
dealer in everything for years and has made bis 

00,000, remarked: “I have been an occasional 
speculator during the period of about eighteen 

ears. Leing also a merchant, I have kept my 

ks in sueh a way as to show the net result of 
my speculation, as I would of any otner part of 
my business. © average speculator does not 
keep his aecounts as close as that. At times I 
have made thousands of dollars, and [I would 
have supposed, but for my books, that in the 
long run I was clear. But recently, being about 
to close my business up and take a long boliday, 
I had my speculative account balanced. When 
I took out commission paid to the brokers I 
found that I was really short. in other words, 
the profits on wy speculations have been more 
than absorbed OF the brokers’ commissions.

” re isa certain proportion of "Srobers wo 
are like common-sense barkeepers that never 
take a drink, although they hand the bottle to 
thousands. ose brokers never speculate them- 
selves, but make up their minds to live strictiy 
on their commissions. Men of that class, if they 
never deviate and have the tact to get enough 
customers around the often make a 
fortune and go out of business at a 
certain time, and nevet enter it again. But, as 
the temptation to the barkeeper is to taste his 
liquors, so the temptation to a broker is to 
speculate on his own account. A few men in 
the Stock Exchange here acquire very large 
sums of money by buying and selling for them- 
selves. They save the commissions by being in 
the business. The commissions to buy and seil 
are $25 on every 100 shares. To keep this up for 
300 days in the year the aggregate is very great. 
There are other men inthis Stock Board here 
who may be called ¢calpers, who never buy or 
sellifor any person but themuelves. They use 
their seat in the Stock Exchange to go in there 
and save commissions and make rapid turns.

into New York City, bas not only ceased to be a 
werfu! quantity in Wail street, but I a = 
end that he will go out of business an a 
perfect ‘has been’ some day.”

DIVORCE IN CALIFORNIA, 

Californians rejoice in the fact that there aro 
no statistics of divorce for the State at large. so 
that whatever the sins of their people in that 
direction, the figures cannot couvenieatly be 
quoted against them. San Francisco, however, 
is an exception to this rule. In the last three 
years the divorces in thut city were as follows: 
Ia 1880, the decrees were 333; in 1881, the di- 
voreces were 364: while in 1882, the total was two 
greater than in 1881. Leaving the Chinese out 
of the account, one divorce tor every 609 in- 
habitants was granted in the year last men- 
tioned in Sau Franc:seo, which has thus a worse 
record thuan Chicago or St. Louis, It is a paper 
of San Francisco which admits that while 
Maine has a bad reputation for divorces, the 
average in that State is one to 819 Inhabi- 
tants, a much better showing than San Francis- 
eco.

Three bills 
have passed the Senate—Senator Ray’s bail- 
bond bill, his bill making juries in criminal 
cases judges of the facts only, and Senator 
Fifer’s continuance bill. The first-named 
measure is in the hands of the House Judi- 
ciary Committee, with a good chance of cpm- 
ing out intact. The seeond has not yet 
gone to the House, but. hangs 
fire on a motion to reconsider..: 
That motion, under the rules, must be called 
up tomorrow, and the friends of the bill pro- 
pose to prevent its being set up for a special 
order and to knock : it out of time right then 
and there. The third measure has run the 
gauntietof the House Committee on Judicial 
Department and is now on second reading. 
HUNG UP. 

Two measures are still hung upin the Sen- 
ate without much prospect, it is to be feared, 
of their getting out. Senators Ray and Mor- 
ris will keep up their fight for them, but the 
fact remains that several members who 
are generally friendly to reform question the 
propriety of allowing a Judge, as they put it, 
to pass on the question of his own prejudices 
or freedom from prejudice, or of allowing 
State’s-Attorneys to amend indictments. 
They admit the gravity of the evils attempted 
to be cured, but criticise the proposed cure 
as apt to lead to evils worse than those which 
already exist. The former measure failed to 
get to third reading the other day, bul a mo- 
tion to reconsider will come up tomorrow 
under the head of unfinished business. The 
other was recommitted to the Judiciary 
Committee some time ago, and the most that 
can now be said for it is that it has a chance 
ot getting out with an amendment allowing 
States-Attorneys to amend criminal in- 
tormations, not criminal indictments. ‘The 
latter, as most of the lawyers seem to hold, 
are the work of a grand jury, and therefore 
not susceptible of amendment by a State’s- 
Attorney. 

IMPORTANT MEASURES. 

In addition to the Senate bills already re- 
ferrea to, several important measures were 
liberated today from the House Judiciary 
Committee. One is intended to accomplish 
the same object as Senator Ray’s jury 
and fact bill. Another is “A 
‘ryon’s Habitual Criminals’ bill, a third, Mr. 
Fuller’s bill, giving the people the right of 
appeal in all criminal cases, and the fourth, 
a bill by the same gentleman, which provides 
that where the accused in a criminal trial 
sets up the defense of insanity it shall be 
incumbent on his counsel to prove it afflirm- 
atively, thus reversing the present practice, 
which requires the prosecution to show that 
he isn’t insane. ‘The sub-committee reported 
unfavorably on the first and fourth of these 
bills, and favorably on the second and 
third, but the main committee 
set the seal of its approval 
on all of them, and they will be reported to 
the House when that body breaks the present 
deadlock and is ip a condition to do any busi- 
ness whatever. 

THE PROSPECTS. 

As for the prospects of these various meas- 
ures of reform on the floor of the House, it 
is, of course, very difficult to speak with any 
approach to certainty. Very few, if any, of 
the members are in favor of the whole lot 
right through from first to last. fhe con- 
servative Morrison is down on  wmost 
of them. Calhoun, Kimbrough, Bethea, 
Gregg, Linegar, Yancey, Hotfman, and 
others favor some, though not 
all of them. In the general shake-up it is 
purely guesswork to attempt to say which 
will come out alive. Whataddsto the difl- 
culty is the fact that the House jJhasn’t voted 
onasingle criminal code bill ‘yet, and has 
therefore given no indication of its complex- 
ion on the general question. The most that 
can safely be said at this time is that tne 
friends of reform will make the very best 
fight they know how, and that they hupe to 
secure the agama by both Houses of what 
are generally regarded as the mosi important 
of the pending measures, i 


GOssIP. 
CHESTER INVESTIGATION. 

SPRINGFIELD, Lll., April 12.—[(Special.]— 
The three investigations now on hand are 
slowly winding up. The last witness in the 
Chester business—a former assistant physi- 
clan by the name of Adderley—testified this 
afternoon, but told the committee nothing of 
importance and very little that it didn’t know 
before. The committeein executive session 
went over some of the ground cuvered by 
the investigation, and appointed Senators 
Torrance and Beli and Representative Mes- 
sick to prepare and submit a report. The 
document will hardly be laid before the 
committee before the middle of next week.

Death of Albert Fowler, One of the 
Oldest Citizens of the Northwest.

Albert Fowler died this morning about 1 
o’clock. Fora long time past he had been 
troubled with bronchitis, and a week ago 
contracted a severe cold, which terminat- 
ed in pneumonia, resulting fatally. On 
Wednesday of last week he was obliged to 
take to his bed.

Juneau’s family, accompanying that gentle- 
man in his trading expeditions among the 
Indians, learning to speak their language 
fluently and being called by them Miss-kee-o- 
guonen, or “red cap,”’ from the red cap he 
wore. He was Clerk of ‘the court, Assistant 
Postmaster, and Justice of the Peace. His 
oftice was. a board shanty about twelve feet 
square, located in the centre of what is now 
East Water street, just south of Wisconsin. 
Among the clerks under Mr. Fowler was 
Clarkson, W. Potter, of New York. 

Mr. Fowler was in 1887 a member of the 
celebrated * Claimants’ Union” and the Mil- 
waukee “ Judiciary Committee,” whose de- 
cisions on claims were final as much re- 
spected as those of the Supreme Court.

Yelverton escaped 
through aside door, and his wife was drawn 
in her carriage by relays of Lrishmen, after 
the manner in which Dublin does honor to 
its favorits. That was the hour of triumph 
of Teresa Yelverton, née Longworth. 
Thenceforward her life was a series of law- 
suits. In Scotland and in the House of Lords 
her title to the name of wife was contested 
step by step, and fought as bravely by her. 
But though her touching letters brought 
tears of admiration to the eyes of Chancel- 
lors and ex-Chancellors, her motion as 
‘*pursuer’”’ was denied. To commence the 
fight over again was indeed possible, 
but pecuniarily and physically it was 
wiser for her to yield, for a legal 
triumph would have added nothing to 
the sympathy extended to her, no more 
than the victory of Maj. Yelverton’s lawyer 
relieved him from the universal odium ’ 
which his course brought down on him. 
Mrs. Yelverton gained some position as a 

ublic readef and elocutionist, and made a 
iving in that way at home and abroad, She 
also published a novel, of which she was her 
own heroine. Its title was ** Martyr to Cir- 
cumstances,” but its suecess was only tem- 
porary. Of late years Mrs. Yelverton lived 
entirely in South Africa, where her fortunes 
were of a somewhat uncertain character. 
When the ex-Empress Eugénie visited Zulu- 
land. after the death of the Prince Imperial, 
she followed her steps and appeared to have 
in the young man’s fate a deep and sincere 
interest. She died at Pietermaritzburg in 
October, 1881. Maj. Yelverton, whose death 
is now reported, was the fourth Viscount 
Avonmore and Baron Yelverton in the Peer- 
age of Ireland, and was bornin 1824. He 
succeeded his father, the third Viscount, in 
November, 1870, and isin turn succeeded by 
a Hon, B. N. Yelverton, who was born in 
1859,

STADELMANN OPENS FIRE.

the front door. he house was deserted. 
After searching through the different rooms | 
in vain the officers went out in the rear 
yard. Here they had to fight with a big dog 
before continuing the search after the ani- 
mal’s owner. Finally Stadelmann was 
found barricaded in the water-cluset. He 
threatened to showot the officers, but they 
broke open the duor and captured him be- 
fore he had a chance to shed any more blood, 
He had reloaded his revolver, an “ English 
bulldog.” 44calibre, apparently anticipating 
trouble with the police. 

INTERVIEWING THE PRISONER. ;

Vandalia Line, Indianapolis & St. Louis, 
Wabash, Chicago & Alton, and Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi, and 12 to to the Ohio & Mississippi. 
After on meetings the matter was 
referred te Commissioner Fink, who then re- 
arranged the percentages by giving the Van- 
dalia Line 26 per cent, the indtanapolis «& 
st. Louis, Wabash and Altomw 21 per cent 
each, and the Ohio & Mississippi 11 per cent. 
As will be seen, this gave the Van- 
daliad per cent more than it had before 
and took 1 per cent off of the percentages of 
each of the other four lines. ‘The award 
proved unsatisfactory to the other lines, es- 
pecially to the Alton, which claimed that it 
was entitled to as large if not a larger per- 
centage than the Vandalia, and that to cut 
down its percentage and increase that of the 
Vandalia was not only unjust to the Alton 
but also to the Michigan Central, Canada 
Southern, and New York Central 
and its connections East. The Alton 
as well as the Wabash therefore appealed 
from Contmissioner Fink’s award, 
and the matter was referred’ to 
Arbitrator Adams, who has since been fur- 
nished with elaborate arguments by the va- 
rious roads setting forth their respective po- 
sitions in the matter and giving full statistics 
of the business.

The net earnings are 
to go te the Wabash, There was 
a deficiency last year of $570,000, 
In case or deficiencies the Iron Mountain 
is to make them up, and the obligation is to 
become a preferred claim, stand next to 
the bonded indebtedness of the Wabasb. 
Failure to supply deficiencies will enable the 
Wabash Company to reclaim its road at any 
time. The [ron Mountain is to keep the 
Wabash in repair and charge the expenses 
to the operat account. The result, the 
Gould people say, will be a larger inter- 
change of business between the Missouri 
Pacific system, including the tiron 
Mountain and the Wabash, and _ they 
expect that under the arrangement 
operating expenses will be largely reduced 
and the road be made self-sustaining. The 
force is to be largely decreased and general 
economy practiced. Whether Gould’s antici- 
pations will be realized or not remains to be 
seen, One thing is certain, that the threat- 
ened collapse of the Wabash has been averted

Live-stock contracts shall be surrendered, in 
Diace of which a special furm of return drover’s 
ticket shall be issued. The form of tbis ticket 
Shull be that now in use by the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quiney and Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
way Companies, with the addetion cthut such 
tickeis be so limited as to require the persons to 
whom it ts issued to commence its use for a cou- 
tinuous passage within twenty-fours after the 
date of its issuc. 

6. Parties in charge of rolling-stock shall be 
Dassed in both directions: provided. that one 
mun only shall be passed with each locumotive. 

7. Authority to issue passes for commercial 
Purposes ts withdrawn from division officers of 
all grades. and alt transportation covered by 
this agreement shall be issued by the General 
Manager, or the head of the freight department: 
provided, also, that division officers, general 
agents, or other like Officers sbali be prohibited 
from procuring passes over any railrowd for the 
use of persons engaged in commercial business. 

& This agreement shall be binding upon the 
roads in all territory where two or wore of them 
have a@ common interest; provided, however. 
that in territory where other roads are located 
or interested, and such roads are not, or deciine 
to be woverned by the terms of this agreement, 
then the parties hereto thus affected shall be at 
liberty jointly or by agreement among them- 
selves to act in such cases as in their judgment 
tee circumstances may require. 

%. The rules of the Southwestern Railway, 
Colorado Traiitic, ana lowa Trunk Line Associa- 
tions relative to the passage of men in charge 
of stock, emigrants’ movables, etc., west bound 
are adopted, with the exception that no return 
passes willbe given to men in charge of live 
stock west bound. 

10. The pasa agreement of Dec. 27, 1882, wil Ibe 
continued in*force until Dec, bl, 1882; provided, 
that any party will be at liberty to withdraw on 
giving thirty days’ written notice. Any party

The Baltimore & Ohtoe Road Gives a 
Mortcace. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April 12.—(Special. |—A 
mortgage deed was filed for record in the 
office of the Clerk ot the Superior Court of 
Baltimore City yesterday afternoon from the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company to 
William F. Burns, dohn Gregg, and T. Har- 
rison Garrett, Trustees. The deed is dated 
April 2, 1883, and is quite voluminous, cover- 
ing twenty-one pages of printed matter. The 
document recited in sundry “ whereases’”’ 
acts of the State Legislatue granting author- 
ity to the company to actin the premises, 
and it also recites resolutions of the Board 
of Directors of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad Company ordering” the 


issue of certain bonds for the purpose of 
constructing a lateral road from a point on 
its main line near Baltimore City to a point 
on the northern boundary of Cecil County, 
Maryland, to be known asthe Philadelphia 
branch of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 
When constructed it will connect with the 
Baltimore & Philadelphia Railroad now be- 
ing built from said Cecil County terminus of 
the Philadelphia branch of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad through the State of Delaware 
by way of Wilmington, and through the State 
of Pennsylvania to Philadeiphia. The Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad Company has issued to 
Brown, Shipley & Co., of London, Engiand, 
£2,400,000 of bonds, 12,000 bonds of £200 each, 
bearing date A-pril 2, 1883, at 44¢ per cent per 
annum. To secure the payment of these 
bonds the deed assigns to the Trustees 
named for the benefit of the bondholders the 
Philadelphia branch of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad, together with all its appurten- 
ances, privileges, franchises, docks, rolling- 
stock, etc., pow owned, and hereafter to be 
acquired by said branch. The deed of trust 
also assigns £1,000,000 of mortgage bonds 
of the Baltimore & Philadelphia Railroad 
Company bearing 4% per cent per annum in- 
terest to the Trustees mentioned. The deed 
is signed by Robert Garrett, First Vive-Presi- 
dent of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Com- 
pany, for that corporation, and by the Trus- 
tees named. The signatures are witnessed 
by William R. Tumblinson, Justice of the 
Peace. The bonds run to April 1, 1933, and 
the principal and interest are made payable 
at the agency of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road Company in the City of London. The 
interest on the bondsof the Baltimore & 
Philadelphia Railroad Company is payable 
semi-annually, April 1 and Oct. 1 of each 


w year, at the office of the Treasurer of the

menced within six months. 


Victory for the Cairo & St, Loni«s Road 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 12.—[Special.]— 
Judge Treat, in the United States Circuit 
Court, today rendered a decision affirming 
the validity of the bonds issued by the City 
of Jonesboro in aid of the Cairo-& St. Louis 
Railroad. The suit was originally brought 
in the Circuit Court of Union County, but 
was removed to the United States Circuit 
Court on petition of Luther P. Graves, of 
Vermont, who held the bulk of these bonds. 
The decree by Judge Treat allows the face 
value of the bonds and interest. The oppo- 
sition to payment of the bonds was based 
upon various objections; that the road built 
was & narrow-zgage, whereas the donation 
was for a standard gage: that the depot at 
Jonesboro was not located according to 
agreement; and that the city had no power 
under its charter’ to issue the bonds. “The 
debt was incurred before the adoption of the 
present State Constitution.

Actors’-Fund Day. 

About a year ago a number of New York 
managers and actors conceived the .idea of 
establishing a fund for the reiief of sick and 
destitute members of the profession, and the 
afternoon of April 12, 1882, performances 
were given at the various theatres in that 
city for the benefit of the fund. The aid of 
the police and fire department was solicited 
in the matter of selling tickets, and the bene- 
fits and personal subscriptions from prou- 
inent members of the profession netted $30,- 
000. A meeting was held, a Treasurer anda 
Board of Managers appointed, and it is stated 
that over 400 professionals have obtained re- 
lief during the year. It was resolved to de- 
nominate April 12 “ Actors’-Fund Day,” and 
yesterday afternuvon benetits were given in 
all the New York theatres and in many the- 
atres throughout the country. The benefits 
were badly managed in this city, as they 
were not advertised, and but few people 
knew they were to occur. Matinées -were 
given by the Madison Square company at 
McVicker’s, the Knights at the Grand, 
McKee Rankin at the Academy, and 
at the Olympic. In consequence of 
the meagre advertising the audiences were 
very small, and it is not probable that Chica- 
go’s contribution to the fund will add any 
ciphers to the nestegg. At the Grand the 
audience was dismissed, as it wastoo small 
to play to. Joseph Emmet, who is at Hooley’s 
next week, and who never plays at a Wednes- 
day matinée, will give an extra perforinance 
that day for the nefit of the fund. The 
general sentiment among the players now in 
the city seems to be in favor of the fund asa 
good institution, but there is an objection to 
having its distribution placed solely in the 
hands of managers, and they say further that 
they do not like to appear before the public 
in the role of mendicants. The richer meny 
bers of the profession are willing and able to 
care for their more unfortunate brethren. 

Boston, Mass., April rage eng Na ng 
performance at the Boston Theatre this aft- 
ernoon in aid of the actors’ fund was at- 
tended by about 8,000 people and between 
$2,100 and $2,200 were realized. It was a 
benefit in every sense of the word, propri- 
etors, ushers, ticket-takers, and every one in 
front of the curtain not only contributing 
their services, but actually paying an admis- 
sion fee. The resultis that the profits are 
exactly equal to the gross receipts. ‘The en 
tertainment, which occupied four and a half 
hours, was contributed to by 125 
actors and singers and seventy- 
five musicians, the latter including the 
orchestras of the Boston, Bijou, Park, and 
Globe Theatres. The program included acts 
from current attractions at nearly all the 
theatres; Mr. and Mrs. Florence, the Boston 
Theatre company, Aldrich and Parsloe, and 
Collier’s Standard opera company being the 
principal performers. 

CINCINNATI, O., April 12.—The benefits to 
the actors’ fund were almost a tota! failure 
this afternoon. Heuck’s Opera-House dis- 
missed the few who came without giving a 
performance. At the Grand Opera-House, 
where the Rhéa company and C. B. Bishop’s 
company united to give a performance, the 
receipts were merely nominal, not more than 
fifty people being in the house. 

Pitrspure, Pa., April 12.—The actors’ re- 
lief fund benefit. at the opera-house this 
afternoun netted $503, The performance 
was participated in by all the professional 
talent in the city, including Joseph K. Em- 
met, the Wilbur opera company, and Harry 
Williams’ Academy of Music company. The 
heavy rain all day no doubt militated against 
a larger attendance.

THE COURTS. 


Trial of Edward Flaherty for the 
Murder of George Kelly. 


A Breach of Promise Case Nipped in 
the Bud—The Lake-Front Suit. 


Hog-Stealers on Tnial—Record of Judgments, 
Orders, New Suits, Etc. 


The Wisherty “Larder Tria}. 

The trial of Edward Flaherty for the mur- 
der of George A. Kelly last Novenber was 
resumed yesterday morning before Judge 
Jameson. State’s-Attorney Mills opened the 
case for the people by giving the circum- 
stances of the killing of Kelly by Flaherty. 
lie was followed by Mn Beattie for the de- 
fense, the iatter claimmg ‘that it would be 
proven that the act was comuitted in self- 
defeuse. 

David L. Obendorfer testified that he saw 
Fiaherty at the polls on the day of the elec- 
tion. He saw him put a man in line to vote, 
and heard him tell the nan not to stir out of 
the line until he voted. Flaherty gave the 
man aticket. A few minutes afterwards he 
saw Flaherty pull out arevulver and fire at 
a wan, and make amotion as if wo shoot 
azain. Lie heard the man who was shot say, 
* Whatdid you do that tor? I’m dying.” 
Flaherty ran across the street and tried to get 
in one or two houses ov Clinton sireet, but 
the doors were apparently locked. An officer 
ran atter bim and arrested him, 

Ufticer Edward Ryan testified that he ar- 
rested Flaherty on the east side of Clinton 
street, just after the shooting. ‘I'he prisoner 
dehied shooting anybody, and no revolver 
was foundon hin. When the patrol-wagon 
was called and the prisoner piaced therein 
lie asked the officer for a light, pulling out a 
ciwaret at the same time. The officer did not 
give him a light, but some onerelse did, and 
the prisoner lit his cigaret. The prisoner 
would say nothing about the affair on the 
way to the station. 

Dwight Merril! testified that he was at the 
polling-place ou the day of the shooting. He 
saw Flaherty step on the sidewalk and shoot. 
Kelly was eight or ten feet from the witness 
when shot. He heard Kelly say, * What did 
you shoot me for?” 

Johu D. Lincoln said he wag peddling the 
Prohibition ticket on the day named. He 
heard the shot tired and thought it struck 
hisarm. He tooked at his coat-sleeve and 
found the powder had burned it. He saw 
the two men—Flaherty and Kelly—but beard 
no words used by either. 

At the afternoon session William M. Knox, 
a reporter, testified that he saw Flaherty on 
the 7th of November, 1882, on the corner of 
Washington and Clinton streets. ‘The wit- 
ness was standing near the window where 
the men were voting. He did not see Flaherty 
shout, but after the shot was fired saw him 
run across the street. When the witness 
first saw Flaherty he had nothing itn his 
hand, as far as he knew. Flaherty’s right 
hand was ju his pocket, or partially so. After 
the shot was tired the witness turned round 


and heard Flaherty say: “God ——him. | [ 
said I would get even with him,” 
or “God — you. | said [ would 


get even with you.”’ The witness could not 
tell positively which expression was used. 
The witness subsequently asked Flaherty to 
give him the particulars of the trouble, but 
Flaherty denied shooting any one. The wit- 
ness asked him why he ran across the street, 
and he said he had been invited by some 
friends to get a drink, and was going to get 
it. While the witness and Fiaherty were 
talking an ofiicer came to the cell door and 
said, “Ed, what is all this trouble?” 
Flaherty answered, ** I don’t know anything, 
only MeGarigle is elected,” 

At3 o’cloek the case was postponed until 
10 o’clock this morning. 


The Stock-WYards Hog-Stealing Cases. 

In Judge Barnum’s Court yesterday the 
trial of Andrew Rider and John Sheridan 
fur stealing 500 hogs from the Stock-Yards 
Company was resumed. Col. Munn opened 
the case for the people by giving a history of 
the case and the prisoners’ connection with 
the stealing. He was followed by Mr. 
Bhissler for the defense, The first witness 
was Michael Harty, who has repeatedly testi- 


fied in. connection with the hog-stealing 
cases, and who is now undergoing sentence 
in the penitentiary for complicity in the 
stealing. His testimony was mainly a 


repetition of what he swore to before 
Judge Moran; that Rider and John 
Sheridan sold the hogs that were 


stolen by the witness. lle got his share 
of the proceeds. ‘Khe witness said that when 
first arrested he was bailed out by Andrew 
Rider and Mike McDonald. Rider at that 
time was a candidate for Alderman. Rider 
told the witness that McDonald was paid 
$100 for going on the bond, and in order to 
raise the $3100 he (Rider) stole tweive hogs 
the night previous. John Sheridan called to 
see the witness in the jail last January, and 
said to him: * You ean’t hurtus. We'll cet 
you outif you keep your wouth shut.”” The 
witness said his cell-mate, F. W. Griswold, 
heard the conversation, 

Mr. O’Brien subjected the witness toa 
lengthy cross-exauiination, but nothing ma- 
terial was elicited. He acknowledged he 
was athief, and was sorry to own it. He 
said he was telling the truth, and would 
never pefjure himself, whatever else he 
might do. He had no hope of immunity for 
what he had testified to, and expected to 
serve out his sentence. 

William A. Pinkerton testified that he was 
acquainted with Andrew Rider. The wit 
ness said he met Rider one evening, and was 
asked by him to makean apology for some- 
thing the witness had said about him. ‘The 
witness told Kider that he believed he was 
the instigator of all the stealings going on 
atthe Yards. Kider Said that was a funny 
kind of an apology to make. Rider then 
said: “I have been stealing hogs for the last 
ten years. Istole hogs last week, and you 
nor no other —— detective can find it out.” 
This conversation occurred while Harty was 
in the pententiary, and before it was known 
that he would testify in the case. 

The court then adjourned to 100’clock this 
morning. 


The Lake-Front Accretion Case. 

A motion was made yesterday by the non- 
resident defendants in the case of Attorney- 
General McCartney against the Illinois 
Centra] Railroad and others to remove the 
suit to the United States Circuit Court. This 
was the bill to regain possession of that por- 
tion of the Lake-Front lying east of the right 
of way of the Illinois Central Railroad tracks. 
The necessary petition and bond were filed 
but the hearing of arguments was postponed 
to the 30th inst. 


A Breach of Promise Case Dismissed. 

The spectators in Judge Gary’s court yes- 
terday afternoon hoped for something rich, 
but they were disappointed. One of the 
cases on the call was Austin vs. Little. The 
plaintiff was a colored woman about 40 
years old, and the defendant a white man of

CUMULATIVE DIPHTHERIA. 

The regular monthiy mecting of the Chicago 
Academy of Homeopathic Physicians and Sur- 
geons was beid at the Grand Pacitic Hotel last 
evening. Dr. L. C. Grosvenor took the chair pro 
tem. to allow the President, Dr. R. N. Foster, to 
read a paper on “Obstetrical Positions.’’ 
which, in the diseussion which followed, was 
heartily commended. Dr. R. N. Tooker read a 
paperon ** The Cumulative Tenaency of Diptne- 
rfitic Contagio.” In bis practice he 
bad observed that in the greater 
number of cases the second victim of diphtheria 
in a family was more iikely to die than the first. 
He emphasized the necessity of strict isolauon 
of members of the family from every primary 
case, es ially where there were other chil- 
dren. r. J. B. Talcott bad noticed similar co- 
incidences in cases of scariet-fever. Drs. C. 
Grosvenor and H. N. Hobart emphasized the 
need of isolation ang demanded wore €x- 
ciusive buriai-services in malignant cases. Dr. 
Foster could cali to mind no cases Which were 
contradictory to the statements of Drs. Tooker 
and Talcott, and be was not fully satistied with 
the question of isolation and disinfectauts. Ia 
one case, where they bud been strictly observed, 
others of the family fell victims to the disease; 
and in one case, where isolation was impossivle, 
one of the family did not take the disease. Dr. 
T. C. Duncan said there was much yet to be 
learned of diphtheria, He thought blonde, 
lympbatic- tempered persons suffered worse than 
brunets. The annual meeting will be held the 
first Thursday in May, at the Grand Pacific, at 8 
Pp. no.

¥: LOCAL TAXATION. 


A CARD FROM MR. JAMES P. ROOT. 

Cuicaao, April 12.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
~The attendon of the public has been called to 
what is termed the low assessment of property 
in Cook County. 

No ove has ever pretended that property is as- 
sessed in any county of the State at its fair 
cash value, and the Supreme Court, recognizing 
the fact, has given sanction to the law provid- 
ing for an equali#aition of values, the principle 
being that it makes no difference what the 
values are, provided they are proportionate. I 
say it makes no difference. I mean by this that 
as between the taxpayers it is immaterial, the 
only complaint being with the limit of taxation 
as fixed by the Constitution and the law. I ob- 
serve that many people who are earnest friends 
of these limitations are equally strenuous in 
favor of a higher assessment. The convention 
knew when they framed the Constitution, just 
a8 well as it is Known now, that the property of 
the State was assessed at only about from % to 
af 3 cent of the actual value. 

ut it ought to be understood that Cook 
County assessments are higher in proportion 
than other property in the State as returned by 
the local Assessor. 

The assessment of 1873 was the highest in ten 
years last past, except the years 1874-"5. The 
following wiil show the percentage of diminu- 
tion of values, comparing 1882 with 1872: In the 
State at large the assessment for 1872 returned 
by Assessors was $1,210,108,863: for 1882 it was 
$ (50,618,663, a falling off of $459,490,200; or by 
percentage in the whoie State there has been a 
shrinkage of 38 per cent. 

Now bow about Cook County? The assess- 
ment returned by local Assessors in 1872 was 
$144, 145,665; im 1882 it was $130,547,041, or a 
shrinkage of only 9 per cent as compared with 
38 per cent in the State at Jarge. Tous it will 
be seen the property of the State a: large has 
shruuk 2¥ per ceut more than the property in 
Cook County. 

Here is aiso another fact to be considered: 


» The increase of assessment in Cook County in 


1882 Over 1881 was $9,763,610, while in the whole 
State the total increase was $4,563.8z1. Cook 
County not only furnished this, but bad it uot 
been for ber the whole State would have fallen 
off just the difference between those sums, or 
$5,199,789. Thirty-eight counties in the State 
increased their assessment in 1882 over the 
assessment of 1881, including Cook; while tifty- 
four counties fell off and tep counties were the 
Same. The State Board of Equalization in- 
creased the assessment in 1882 over that of 1881 
in forty-two counties, including UCook, and re- 
duced the assessment in fifty-nine counties. 

It would seem to me, in view of these figures, 
that Cook County bas certainly not been assessed 
out of proportion as compared with other coun- 
ties, but the assessments have been deciaedly in 
her favor. 

Undoubtedly there has been an increase in 
Vaiues since 1572, for much of the city bas since 
then been rebuilt, while stocks of goods and 
bank assets are jarger, but when we consider 
how towns outside of Cook bave grown, in many 
cases doubling their population, and the further 
fact that the stock interest of the country is 
worth 100 or 200 per cent more, while farm -iands 
in many counties bave nearly doubied in vaiue, 
it cannot be said that Cook County is not as-

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PURE AIR. 


The Further North One Goes in 
Chicago the Better It Is. 


The Emanations from the Breweries 
Consume the Ozone of the 
Atmosphere. 


The conation of the Lake Water Nol What It 
‘Should Be—Dr. Long’s Experi 
ments, 


For some time past a series of remarkable 
experiments have been conducted by Dr. J. 
H. Long, chemist for the Chicago Medical 
College, to ascertain the purity of the air of 
Chicago and its relation to disease. It is 
weil known that the amount of organic mat- 
ter may be determined in water, but itis 
only recently that practical tests of the air 
we breathe have been made with success. 
It would follow from the experiments made 
by Dr. Long, and those who are acting as as- 
sistants, in twelve of the largest cities of the 
continent, that the healthy and the question- 
able portions of a city or country may be ac- 
curately determined. 

Not long ago Dr. N. S. Davis, Dean of the 
College, caused the chemist to undertake 
these experiments in behalf of the American 
Medical Association. It was believed that by 
measuring the amount of nitrogenous aiat- 
ter in the air, and by physicians keeping 
track of the various diseases prevalent at 
the time, it would be possible to more read- 
ily arrive at the causes and prevention of 
given forms of sickness. How far success 
will attend Dr, Davis in his application of 
the data to disease is a problem of the future, 
but the knowledge already obtained is of the 
most vital import to residents of parts of the 
city and to those who may be stricken with 
disease. 

EVIL INFLUENCE OF A BREWERY. 

It has been generally urged by the brewers 
of Chicago, for instaace, that the presence of 
a brewery in a locality was not an unhealthy 
teature. On the contrary, it has been and is 
maintained that the odors had no bearing on 
the health of the people in. the proximity of 
the brewery, if indeed they were not bene- 
ficial. Experiments made time and again, 
and repeated yesterday before the represent- 
ative of Tne Trisune, show how fatal this 
belief may be and has been. The Chicago 
Medical College is at the corner of Prairie 


avenue and Twenty-sixth street. In the near. 


vicinity are the great brewing establishments 
of Bemis & McAvoy, Courad Seipp, 
Keeley & Co., Gottfried, and others. 
Yesterday was a beautiful day and 
the purity of the air in general was above 
the average. Yetalittie stream let into the 
laboratory through a small rubber tube pass- 
ing through the window into the test tube bore 
all manner of disease and death with it, and yet 
that was five blocks away from the nearest 
brewery. Experiments showed the presence 
of 1-200 part of a milligram of nitro- 
genous matter (decayed animal matter) to 
100 litres (twenty and a half gallons) of air. 
Although this measure to the finite mind 
would seem so small asto suggest-infinity, 
yet small as it is it means a great deal in that 
amount of air. It means also that there is 
no ozone in the atmosphere, or that such ma- 
terial which is absolutely necessary to good 
heaith and breathing has been exhausted. 

Dr. Long has tested also the air which 
floats in the stilly night from Bridgeport, and 
made the startling discovery that it contains 
ten times more decay ed animal matter than 
the brewery air, or is ten times more danger- 
ous than the air which barely absorbs the 
ozone, 

GO TO THE NORTH SIDE FOR PURE AIR. 


Further experiments in this direction show 
that the South Side of the city is continually 
exposed as a residence portion to a new and 
unseen danger from the manufactories, and 
that the purer air is found on the North Side. 
Evanston has ten times more pure air than 
the South Side of Chicago, and at Highland 
Park and north of there one experiences 
a comparative heaven of pure air. ‘The city 
is shown to have the purestair when the 
wind blows from“ the lake and after a 
thunder-storm, Lightning seems to be a 
great creator of ozone. The itightning 
storms which cause people to draw down 
the curtains are consequently going on with 
the great. work of puriticaéion. 

Dr. Long’s observations, sent in by ex- 
perts, and in many cases verified by himself, 
make a peculiar showing for other localities. 
Las Vegas’ hot springs, N. M., are shown to 
have the purest air on thecontinent. Strange 
to say, while the general atmosphere of New 
York shows a scarcely perceptible trace of 
ozone, Central Park has the relative purity 
of fresh spent air, a condition which is be- 
lieved to prevail among the parks of Chicago, 
which are consequently the place for 
children. 

THE VILE AIR OF PITTSBURG. 

Pittsburg is shown by experiment to have 
the vilest air on the continent, permeated 
with foul decayed animal matter,.and Cin- 
cinnati shows but liitle trace of ozone ex- 
cept on the highlands. 

Dr. Long describes ozone as a condensed 
form of oxygen. lt isa very high disinfect- 
ant and the chief agent of purification of ths 
atmosphere. lt should exist all around us, 
and does except when exhausted by the im- 
purities in the atmosphere. At the present 
time methods are in use to manufacture it 
for the sick-room, and a person living ina lo- 
cality where it is exhausted, if taken sick, 
should be removed elseWhere unless ozone 
can be procured for. the sick-room. It is 
used to disinfect and purify the air of the 
medical college, and is found especially po- 
tent in the dissection-room. 

OZONE STATIONS, 

Dr. Long states that stations for the ob- 
servation of the prevalence of ozone have 
been established all over Michigan by the 
State, and periodical bulletins are issued 
together with a mortality statement of classi- 
fied diseases. ‘On these bulletins will depend 
the determination of the relation of nitro-' 
genous matter in the air, and the absence or 
presence of disease in the absence or 
presence of ozone. Just as the experiments 
are becoming vital to the advance of health 
in the State a Legislature of ignoramuses 
propose to drop the appropriation for experi- 
ments. This is alleged to be due to the fact 
that the country members do not wnderstand 
the importance of the subject. 

Dr. Long pois with regret to the fact 
that the State Board of Health is not pro- 
vided with a competent chemist with funds to 
cafry on experiments extensively in this 
State. He further Suggests that, owing to 
the poverty of the Chicago Government, the 
City Chemist is not paid enough to warrant 
his making such investigations in this direc- 
tion and that of food adulteration as the 
good health of the city demands. 

THE LAKE WATER. 

In this connection Dr. Long has experi- 
mented to ascertain the amount of organic 
matter in the lake water. During the recent 
floods he found it absolutely dangerous. 
There was a prevalence of winter cholera, 
diarrhea, and like diseases, with an increase 
of the mortality rate. When the black vol- 
ume poured the heaviest out of the river 
water drawn from the hydrant showed 
eight twenty-fifths of one partof albuminous 
ammonia in every million parts of water—a 
large amount. This decayed animal matter 
decreased March 1 to eight one-hundredths 
of one part, and at present, when itseems to 
be at its best stage, to one-twentieth of one 
part. Water taken from the Evanston hy- 
drants is 25 per cent purer, and from Hyde 
Park 50 per cent worse. At the latter place 
microscopic examination is unnecessary to 
reveal the dangerous insects which infest 
the water, as they grow so fat as to be readily 
seen. Chicago water at its worst stage is 
better than London water atits best, but is 
still unhealthy. indeed, the chemical an- 
alyses the year round show the prevalence of 
sewerage in the lake water and the necessity 
of going to Evanston with the crib. 

That any one may easily commit suicide 
by drinking a little Chicago sewage is evi- 
dent from Dr. Long’s experiments, which 
show nine-tenths of one part of organic niat- 
ter in one million parts of water. The poet 
who was inspired to make his remark about 
death lurking in dent breeze and riding on 
every storm oe y had Chicago in his 
mind’s eye.

New Life Along the

The shipping along tbe docks of the river is 
beginning to assume an active, business-like 
appearance, and the sound of the carpenters’ 
hammer and the merry “yo-he-ho’s”’ of the 
workmen betoken a general awakening from a 
season of lethargy and the winter's inactivity. 
The docks that bave so long remained almost 


deserted have become scenes of bustie end in- . 


dustry. The vessels that bave for five months 
been divested of their rigging, their decks 
covered witb snow, are being rigyed and cleaned. 

The vessel-men are feeling greatly encour- 
aged, and predict a season'of unusual prosperi- 
ty if they can only manage to keep tye freights 
up to what they term a respectable rate. There 
were anumber of parties who were circling 
around the market yesterday making offers for 


evessels witha view of purchasing them, but 


they found that in most instances the owners 
were unusually jubilant, having recovered from 
the feeling of depression that existed among 
them at the close of ilast season, and 
therefore set a high estimate on their prop- 
erty. The shippers and vessel-meu are at 
log~gerheads, bowever, over the rate on grain, 
and consequently there were no charters made 
yesterday. They bave advanced to 4 cents on 
corn and 44 cents on wheat ——— and’are 
very firm in their demands. ey suy there is
